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RUSSIA RAISES TARIFF 
ON AMERICAN ARTICLES 


Retaliates for imposition of Duty 
on Petroleum. 








Puts the High Rate on Resin and In- 
creases the Tax on Bicycles—Dis-

WASHINGTON, June 18.—The Russian 
Ambassador, Count Cassini, has com- 
municated to the State Department that, in 
consequence of the action of the American 
Government, through a Treasury order of 
March “* last, applying tariff restrictions 
against Russian petroleum imported into 
this country, the Russian Minister of 
Finance, M. de Witte, has issued an order, 
dated June 7, imposing the high tariff rate 
of the Russian schedule on American white 
resin, or colophon, galipot, white resin un- 
der Article 82 of the Russian tariff law, 
and increasing the rate on American bicy- 
cles, under Article 173 of the Russian laws. 
This action is entirely apart from that 
taken in connection with Russian sugar, 
and is a new development in the discrim- 
inatorv duties imposed by this Government 
and the retaliatory duties imposed by Rus- 
sia. The order of the Russian Minister 
is to take effect next Friday, or two weeks 
from the date of its issuance. 
At the Treasury Department it is stated 
that the imposition of a duty on petro- 
‘am wes not a matter within the discre- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury, Sut 
was made mandatory by the Difhgley Tar- 
ift act, which directs the Secretary, in 
case any foreign country imposes a duty 
on petroleum imported from the United 
States, to levy a like duty on pctroleum 
impvurted from that country. As Russia 
collects a duty on petroleum imported from 
the United States, this Government, in 
compliance’ with law, imposes a duty on 


- 


Russian petroleum. 


In no sense, it is stated, can this duty 
be regarded as an unjust discrimination 
against Russian petroleum, 2s that coun- 
try took the initiative against the Amer- 
ican article. Had Russia not taken this 
Step, her petroleum would have been ad- 
mitted to this country free of duty, under 
the terms of the Tariff act. 

In his reply to Count Cassini's note, 
which was transmitted to the Treasury 
Department, Secretary Gage protests 
against the implied contention that this 


Government’s action wys a discrimination 
against Russia, and add: 

‘““J beg leave to submit for your consid- 
€ration the question whether the measure 
now adopted by the Imperial Government 
is not incompatible with the rights of the 
United States under the existing treaty of 


- commerce and navigation with Russia.”’

The text of the Russian 
Jetter, as delivered to the 
partment, is as follows: 

Washington, May 26, 1901. 

s Secretary of State: The Federal Government 
having by circular cated March 9, 1901, applied 
Article 626 of the American tariff to Russian 

troleum, the imperial Government has just 
nformed me that the Minister of Finance of 
Russia has taken the requisite steps for the ap- 
plication of the advanced rates of duty to the 
following American products entered into Rus- 
sia: 


**1. White resin or colophon, galipot, brew- 
ers’ pitch, Article 82, and (2) bicycles, Article 
178, Paragraph 8. This measure will go into 


Nort two weeks from the date of its promulga- 
tion.”’ . 

The present duty on articles under the 
first head, of the resin family, is 30.8 cents 
per pood, or 36.112 pounds. Bicycles are 
now taxable at the rate of $9.26 each. The 
imposition of the maximum rate will ad- 
vance these figures by just 30 per, cent., 
presuming that the effect of the Russian 
decree is an application of Article 628 of 
the Russian Custom House regulations, 
which was the paragraph applied by the 
Russian Government to American argicult- 
ural machinery and hardware in return for 
the requisition for the differential 
duties upon Russian sugar. 

The communication by Count Cassini has 
caused more disquietude in the administra- 
tion than is expressed in the statements of 
the Secretary of the Treasury..-The action 
of the Treasury in indicating that discrimi- 
mation shall be made against Russian oils 
Was not prompted by fear of Russian com- 
petition in this country, for the statistical 
reports for 1900 show that no Russian oils 
were imported. American oils to the value 
of about $52,000,000 were exported during 
the ten months ending with April, but 
there is not a separate entry showing the 
amount exported to Russia. ‘All other 
Europe’’ is put down as taking $12,390,992 
worth of oils, and France is mentioned in 
a@ separate line as having taken in that 
period oils to the value of about $1,400,000 
for illuminating purposes. The assumption 
by the Treasury is that Russia took less 
than Frange or there would have been fig- 
ures to show their importations.

Following, as it does, a series of St. 
Petersburg reports of irritation in the 
. Russian Government in consequence of the 


finposition of the countervailing duty on 
Stars, the news brought by the Russian 
Ambassador seems to have had a provok- 
iug effect, and it is intimated that there 
has been consultation looking to action to 
bring the controversy to a head. Little 
reliance can be placed upon the report, 
that cannot be corroborated .to-night, that 
retaliation amounting to embargo is con- 
templated, as such action would embarrass 
trade amounting to about $16,000,000. The 
exports to Russia average about $10,000,000 


in direct s}ipments, and the imports reach 
something @iyce $6,000,000. 
In attac'f~ng the exports to Russia of 


maval stores M. de Witte will strike a 
tender spot, for our shipments of resins 
rea to about $300,000 to European Rugs- 
sia, the amount sent to Asiatic Russia also 
being considerable. This is about half of the 
vaiue of manufactured goods affected by 


M. de Witte’s first order of retalidtion. The 
bicycle exportation is diminishing, “ all 
other Europe,’ including Russia, having 


taken oniy $265,893 in the ten months end- 
ed April, 1°00. There is no separate en- 
try for Russia, while France is set down 


~s having taken in the last ten months 
bicycles and parts’ walued at $126,874. 
Again, the assumption is that Russia's 
share of what is credited to ‘“‘all other 
Europe” is smaller than that sent to 
France. 


It is not the value of the inhibited articles 
of which we may lose the exportation that 
causes such vexation as is manifested. It 
is the purpose behind the retaliation, as the 

‘amounts to be affected, under the order of 
the Russian Minister of Finance, is no 
breaking matter. Some disposition is dis- 
covered to look for a diplomatic purpose to 
be achiéved by thus striking at American 
exports, as if the United Stafes might be 
constrained, by its desire to retain every 
dollar of its export trade, to yield some 
point to hold Russia's good-will in other 
irections. _ 

Hitherto it has been understood that 
Russia was not dissatisfied with the Amer- 
fean course in China, but the very candid 
acknowledgment by China of the friendly 
course of the United States in Chinese af- 
fairs may be found to have aroused the 
jealousy and resentment of Russia, which,

it is suggested by a diplomatic officer, may 
ave found expression in objection to the 
orders of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
which Mr. Gage points out were not discre- 
tionary with him, but merely the discharge 
of a Ministerial duty imposed by the lan- 
Suage of the Dingley law. 

It is qonsidered too incredible for serious 
comment, that Russia, as has been inti- 
mated at’ the Treasury, has become affect- 
ed with the European distrust or jealousy 
of the rising importance of the United 
States as a commercial power. Whatever 
Sympathy might be felt by Russia with 
envious European nations that feel our 
competition, it is suggested that Russia, 
which is not exposed to our’ competition 
and which has always insisted upon the 
maintenance of a qradition of friendly rela- 
tions, would naturblly be inclined to favor 
the United States as against some of the 
European countries that have recently been 
manifesting alarm at the invasion of the 
world’s markets by the products of Amer- 
ica. 
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AMALGAMATED COPPER 
DEAL EFFECTED AT LAST. 


Butte and Boston and Boston and Mon- 
tana Companies Absorbed — Mr. 
Heinze, However, Will Con- 


tinue the War. 

The application of Calvin O. Geer and 
others, in their suit against the Amalga- 
mated Copper Company, for a continuation 
of the temporary orders of Vice Chancel- 
ors Pitney and, Stevens restraining the ab- 
sorption by that concern of the Butte and 
Boston and the Boston and Montana Mining 
Companies, came up before the Court of 
Errors and Appeals, in Newark, N. J., yes- 
terday, and was denied. Thus ended the 
case and makes unnecessary the final ar- 
gument which would ve been heard at 
the present term of the court had the tem- 
porary injunctiea been continued. The or- 
ders of Vice Chancéllors Pitney and Ste- 
vens expired at 6 o'clock last evening. A 
few hours later the merging of the three 
companies was accomplished, the institu- 
tion of further injunction suits being thus 
forestalled. 

When the proceedings in court opened, 
Flavel McGee, Mr. Geer'’s counsel, in ask- 
ing that the temporary orders be continued 
until the court had finally disposed of the

appeals from the decisions of Vice Chan- 
cellors Pitney and Stevens refusipg to 
grant permanent injunctions, stated that 


there were two propositions for the acquir- 
ing of the praperty of the Butte and Bos- 
ton and the Boston and Montana Compa- 
nies. The first proposition netted about 
$18,000,000 in cash for the Butte and Bos- 
ton property. The other offered one share 
of Amalgamated stock, par $100 for each 
$10 share of Butte and Boston, and four 
shares of Amalgamated for each share of 
Poston and Montana. 

The latter offer carried with it a proposi- 
tion to increase the capital st6ck of the 
Amalgamated Company from $75,000,000 to 
$155,000,000. Mr. McGee quoted figures to 
support his contention that the total value 
of the Butte and Boston property was not 
over $2,000,000 and that the total value of 
the Boston and Montana Company was 
not over $20,000,000, 


R. C. Lindabury, counsel for the copper 
companies, in reply, made a vigorous at- 
tack upon the complainants in the case, 


The suit, he said, was simply a “ strike,” 
and was instituted by the holders of only 
304 shares out of a total of 750,000, and that 
most of the 304 shares were acquired in 
the open market after the amalgamation 
had been proposed, simply for the purpose 
of bringing this suit. 4 

Mr. Lindabury next directed his attention 
to refuting the claim that the companies 
to be absorbed were worth only $23,000,000. 
The companies, he said, were paying divi- 
dends equivalent to 10 per cent. on $80,-

Hurries to ‘His Waiting Wife in 
Lawyer’s Office. 











Ani Ovation at His Home in New Dorp, 
Where Houses Are Illuminatéd 
and Red Fire Burned. * 





Dr. Samuel J. Kennedy, for twenty-one 
months” under sentence of death in Sing 
Sing, who was tried three times for murder 
in the first degree on the charge of having 
killed ‘“‘ Dolly "’ Reynolds, was admitted to 
$10,000 bail yesterday afternoon shortly be- 
fore 3 o'clock by Judge Cowing, in Part I. 
of the General Sessions Court. The bail 
was fixed by Judge Newburger after a 
consultation with the District Attorney, and 
Mrs. Eleanor E. Hand, wife of ex-Lieut. 
Hand of the United States Navy, furnished 
the bond. 

The release of Dr. Kennedy- was made the 
occasion of a demonstration by many peo- 
ple who refused to believe him guilty of 
the charge of murder, and from the time 
that his cell doer was unlocked in the 
Tombs to the time that he arrived at his 
home, in New Dorp, 8. I., he was cheered 
and encouraged and congratulated by en- 
thusiastic crowds that assembled at vari- 
ous points-where it was known that he 


would pass. 
@ Long before the hour of release a crowd 
assembled in the neighborhood of the Crim- 
inal Courts Building. Franklin Street, from 
Broadway to Centre Street, was acked 
with a crowd numbering at least 500 per- 
sons. Finally, as Kennedy appeared beside 
his counsel and walked quickly up toward 
the office of the lawyers, there was a wild 
demonstration. The crowd followed the re- 
leasgd prisoner into 320 Broadway, the of- 
fice of his attorneys, and a wild scramble 
ensi&d to get to the thirteenth floor, where 
the office was situated. Here, the offices 
of the attorneys were packed with relatives 
anil friends of the dentist, and here also 
he met for the first time in nearly three 
years without restraint the devoted woman 
who never for a moment flinched in her 
trust, though half of the world believed 
her husband guilty of the crime charged. 
Among those who came to see the liberated 
man were two of the jurymen who had 
voted for his acquittal, and who came to 
tell him that they felt convinced of his 
innocence, and that if the jury had been 
h®ld together only some time longer he 
would have been completely vindicated. 
The party remained at the offices of the 
attorneys only long enough to transact 
some necessary busines#, While there the 
released man sat holding his wife’s hand 
and answered hundreds of questions in a 
dazed sort of way. Kennedy left the build- 
ing in tfme for the 4 o’clock Staten Island 
ferryboat, and was taken down to the ferry 
in a newspaper delivery automobile, to 
avoid the crowd which thronged the cor- 
ridors in the street in front of the build- 
ing, and which awaited only a chance to 
cheer the mar 


ADMITTED TO BAIL. 


When Judge Newburger took his place on 
the bench at 10:30 yesterday morning in 
Part III. Dtstrict Attorney Philbin came 
into court and held a whispered consulta- 
tion with the Judge, telling him that Mr. 


Moore wished to secure the release of his 
client and suggesting that Dr. Kennedy be 
admitted to bail in the sum of $10,000. 

Mr. Moore was called up to the bench and 
the proposition was submitted to him. He 
said that he thought that the indictment 
ought to be quashed, but Judge Newburger 
said that a motion to that effect would 
have to be made In Part I., under the rules 
of the court. Mr. Moore then consented to 
the fixing of the bail at $10,000, and Judge 
Newburger, calling for the indictment, in- 
dorsed thereon an order admitti the pris- 
qgner to bail in the amount specified. 

Lieut. Elmer E. Hand, a retired naval 
officer and a torpedo expert, appeared be- 
fore Bond* Clerk Pierce Poole at 12:10 
o'clock, and gave his address as 324 West 
Seventy-sixth Street, and offered to give 
a bail bond on the apartment house at 156 
Vest Eighty-fifth Street. Upon an exam- 
ination of the papers it was ascertained 
that Lieut. Hand did not have. the prop- 
ay in his own name, the title béing vested 
iu his wife and he holding an unrecorded 
mortgage for $24,000. He then produced a 
quarter of a million dollars’ worth of 
bends and first nerteaae. but it was ex- 

lained that only real estate or cash could 

e€ accepted as security, and he said he 
would go to his home and. bring his wife 
down to sign the bail bond 

Mrs. Eleanor M. Hand, the wife of Lieut. 
Hand, appeared at the District Attorney's 
office shortly after 2, and her bond was 
accepted and Kennedy was sent for. 

Clerk Cowing. put the usual , questions, 
and Kennedy and Mrs. Hand’ answered 
them and the necessary ‘papers wé@re ‘signed, 
the whole operation ‘taking less than five 
minutes. Thé released man and his counsel 
then briskly walked out of the courtroom 
through the corridors, that were jammed 
As the two came to Elm 
Street there was such a crowd that po- 
licemen had to clear a passageway and 
surround Kennedy to protect him from the 
hundreds of hands that were extended 
toward him. 

‘‘ What's the matter with Kernedy ?—He's 
all right.’’ ‘‘ What’s the matter with Bob 
Moore ?—He’s all. right,’’ was the cry which 
arose again and again, and finally became 
continuous. 

Kennedy and Moore walked as quickly as 
possible to 320 Broadway, the attorney’s 
offices. The crowd tried to follow, but was 
kept in check by the police. One of the 
earliest arrivals at the office of Mr. Moore 
was the tenth juror. William McAlpine Wis- 
wall. The seventh juror, Louis R. Searles, 
called shortly after Mr. Wiswall arrived for 
a like purpose, and to accompany Kennedy 
to his home and to see his family receive 
him and to congratulate the old Kennedy 
folks, who were unable to appear in New 
York. Mr. and Mrs. Eton, the father and 
the mother of Mrs. Kenfiedy, were also at 
the office of the attorneys, and Mrs. Ken- 
nedy herself sat in the private office of Mr. 
Cantwell awaiting the return of her hus- 
band. 

Besides these, there were dozens of 
friends from New Dorn, the dentist's home, 
a small army of reporters, many of whom 
during the three long trials had come to 
know the Kennedys intimately, and many 
strangers who had come merely to see 
Kennedy and to congratulate him and to be 
apie to say they had shaken hands with 

m. 

Into this mixed crowd of several hun- 
dred, all in a happy mood, Dr. Kennedy 
walked unexpectedly. 


MEETS HIS WIFE. 


For some few minutes Mr. Moore and his 
client were locked in the office, then the 
door opened, and as quickly as the two had 
entered they reappeared, only*to disappear 


into the office of Mr. Cantwell, where was 
the devoted wife. As Kennedy caught sight 
of the woman who had refused to desert 
him, his face broke out into a radiant smile 
and tears of joy came into his eyes. Mrs. 
Kennedy threw herself into her husband’s 
arms, and, burying her face against his 
shoulder, sobbed. 

It was decided to take the 4 o'clock 
Staten Island ferryboat, but the crowd 
below was so dense that it was feared that 
there would be a parade down Broadway 
were the Kennedys allowed to take the 
ear. It was decided, therefore, that Mrs. 
Kennedy and the rest of the party take 
the cars, while Kennedy was to go down 
=e in a newspaper delivery motor vehi- 
cle. 

As the boat entered the slip at St. George 
Kennedy emerged from the smoking room. 
The crowd caught sight of him through 
the wagon gates, and the same cheers that 
had gone up at the Court House and at 
the Tombs were repeated. Kennedy for the 
first time appeared to notice them. He 
half turned toward the cheering mob and 
raised his hat. 

On board the Garrett the deckhands, who 
all had ‘known the doctor as an old com- 
muter on the ferry, came and shook hands 
ene by one, and said they were siad to 
see hira again. Capt. Cole fren appeared 
and offered the party his pilot house. 
There all repaired, and on the trip across 
Mrs. .Kennedy sat close beside her -hus- 
band on a lounge in the pilot house, and 
leaned her head against his shoulder and

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ciasped his hands in her own, and listened 
to him telling of his experiences. The bright

“We have not made any plans this time. 
We were disappointed so many times that 
this Time we decided not to make any plans. 
He will come home’and rest. Poor boy, he 
has been through an awful lot; but he has 
kept up wonderfully. He looks well, but 
he is so thin.”’

again. No one who knew him ever believed 
he was guilty, and his friends have stood 
by him faithfully.

It was suggested that Dr. Kennedy owed 
more to her (his wife) than to any one

I 
feel very well, but pretty tired. “I have not 
had a day at home for a longtime, but I 
felt better when I was working for him. I 
got heart sick when I tried to stay at home 
to rest. 

‘“‘T am thankful that this day that I have 
hoped for for three years nearly has come 
at last. Of course I wish it had been an 
acquittal, but I am thankful to have my 
husband home again. I feared from the 
beginning of the trial that Mr. Aue would 
cause a disagreement. He.was the only 
man on the jury who never looked my hus- 
band in the eye.”’

‘nightmare, to be out again in God's free 
alr. I can realize what Molineux is going 
through now that he is waiting for the 
decision of the Court of Appeals. The 
suspense is awful. > 

“I was well pleased with the Judge’s 
charge, and thought it particularly fair. 
He treated us well all through.” ‘ 

When asked which he found the worst 


opponent—Mr. McIntyre or Mr. Osborne— 
Dr. Kennedy said: 

‘““Osberne, in a way, made the strongest 
fight against me, and in a way he didn't. 
The men are entirely different. Mr. Os- 
borne enters more into minute details and 
is more mathematical and vindictive, but 
Mr. McIntyre is more magnetic. Aue, the 
fcreman, was opposed to me from the 
starig l have since discovered that he was 
a classmate of Lederle, who testified 
against me. 

‘‘The worst shake-up I had was the day 
after I was put in the death cell, when my 
wife came to see me. She called twice a 
weék regularly, and when I was brought 
back to the Tombs she saw me daily. .My 
cell was next to Molineux’s, and we could 
hear each other’s voices, but could not see 
each other." 

William McAlpine Wiswall, the tenth 
juror, then talked freely about the ‘case. 
He said that he had entered the jury box 
with the impression that Dr. Kennedy was 
guilty, but was so convinced of his imno- 
cence by the tes ony that he would have 
staid there a moth rather than consent to 
conviction in any .degree, 

Upon arriving at St. George the party 
took a train for New Dorp,’ iter running 
the gantlet of the ferry hands and the rail- 
road men who were acquainted with Ken- 
nedy before he was accused of the murder. 
All went in to the last car of the train, and 
Mrs. Kennedy and her husband sat in the 
last seat, while Mr. Moore and Mr. Cant- 
well and friends and relatives filled the 
rest of the car. Few who entered the train 
when a second ferryboat full of passengers 
arrived saw Dr. ennedy, the only ones 
being threc women, who at once spoke to 
Mrs. Kennedy and shodk hands with her 
aaeoene and congratulated him on his re- 
urn. 

At New Dorp there Was another enthu- 
silastic crowd, whigh cheered the returned 
man and his counsel and every one con- 
nected with the case. A delay threatened 
owing to people who wished to congratu- 
late, but the doctor wanted to get home to 
his parents, andthe brief walk of five min- 
utes was made by the entire crowd. 

The aged father and the mother of the 
once doomed man stood in the entrance of 
their,garden, They had heard the arriving 
train, and had come to welcome their son. 
At sight of the doctor his aged, gray-haired 
mother ran toward him and he toward her, 
and she threw herself into his arms and 
in presence of the entire crowd held him 
close and hgigged him to her, kissing him 
again and again, mumbling words of joy, 
while tears rolled over her withered cheeks. 
It was a sight that made many men war: 
Old Mr. Kennedy meanwhile stood a little 
aside, smiling happily, until he could get 
a chance to welcome his son. 

‘““My boy! My bov! ‘*‘ was all he could 
Say as the men embraced and_the son's 
eyes again filled with tears. Then came 
the greeting of Kennedy's little son, and 
finally the younger Mrs. Kennedy decided 
that it was her turn all over again. 

All present were invited into the house. 
The rooms and the halls were decorated 
with flowers picked from bushes in the 
garden of the doctor, and: neighbors had 
sent in several cases off wine with which 
to celebrate the return properly. In time, 
one by one the strangers and friends,drifted 
away, promising to call again at night, but 
preferring to give the reunited family a 
chance for solitude. In the midst of the 
group, smiling contentedly, was Mr. Moore. 
Again and again he was thanked by the 
aged porcate and by the wife of the doctor, 
but the lawyer lookeg merely happy. “I 
ought to have gotten him an acquittal if 
everything had gone right,’She said. ‘' But 
this serves the same end. It is the begin- 
ning of the end. In the Fall I will move 
to have the indictment quashed., Until 
they manage to get some new evidence 
against my client I have no fear whatever 
that the case will be retried. And when it 
comes to new evidence, why, I have some- 
thing up my sleeve that will knock their 
case sky high this time.” 


“OVATION AT NEW DORP. 


Dr. Samuel J. Kennedy received a re- 
markable ovation last night in New Dorp, 
S. I, his home. All the neighbors had 
their houses decorated with flags and Japa- 
nese lanterns. The assembled crowd cheered 
and called for Dr. and Mrs. Kennedy, but 
they did not show themselves until a dele- 
gation of the residents of New Dorp ar- 
rived to escort them to Gillis’s Hotel. There 
the celebration had been arranged for” 
in the hotel grounds. As Dr. Kennedy and 
his wife passed through the streets they 
were repeatedly cheered and the occupants 


of the houses discharged some Roman can- 
dles and burned red fire. 

At the hotel there was long continued 
cheering when the couple made their ap- 
pearance, and there were calls for a speech 
by Dr. Kennedy, but he at that time only 
bowed his thanks. Addresses were made 
by Jdhn T. Oates, John T. Purcell, and the 
Rev. Thomas 8. Youcum,. The latter said 
that Dr. Kennedy has been tried three 
times for ‘murder, and at each tria] the 
prosecution had grown weaker and the 
defense stronger. When Dr. Kennedy was 
first accused, he said, the whole power of 
the police detectives was turned to finding 
some flaw in the past life of the man who 
had been at last restored to his friends 
atter being so long unjustly detained. 

The detectives had failed to find a flaw, 
that was a record of which any man 
might be proud. Murder was a crime that 
rew, Dr. Youcum said. It was generally 
ound that when a man committed a mur- 
der, he had a bad-record earlier in life. 
The police, anxious as they had been to do 
so, had failed to find anything wrong in 
the life of Dr. Kcnnedy. 

The doctor was again caHed upon to 
speak, and did so, but only to say he was 
glad to be free and back in New Dorp once 
more and to thank his friends and neigh- 
bors for the loyalty they had shown through 
his years of trial and trouble. 

Mrs. Kennedy was called on to speak, 
and bowed and waved her hand in refusal. 
Both she and the doctor showed plainly the 
reaction from their recent great strain. Dr. 
.Youcum suggested that the crowd permit 
them to depart. They then left and went 
to their-home. The crowd continued to cel- 
ebrate at the hotel. . . ie

Dead Man Is Badly Bruised, and 
Ribs Are Fractured.

Coroner’s Physician O’Hanlon Makes 
Grave Charges Against the Authori- 
ties of Bellevue Hospital— ~*° 
Asks Investigation. 9 





John Cristy, 'longshoreman, lies dead in 
Bellevue. A Coroner’s physician found him 
in the Morgue yesterday morning. He died 
of acute exhaustion, the hospital people 
told Dr. Philip O'Hanlon, who went there 
from the Coroner's office. When Dr. 
O'Hanlon made an inyestigation he found 
that the body before him showed these 
marks: Two ribs fractured, bruises on the 
chin, chest, knees, arms, left side of head, 
and stomach. “\ 

The hospital people were prompt with 
their denial. All of the bruises, they as- 
sert, he recetved before he came into the 
hospital, and they display what purports 
to be a copy of the records of the institu- 
tion to show that he got those marks before 
he came to them. But they saw nothing of 
the broken ribs. 

‘““ Why don’t they?” exclaimed Dr. O’Han- 
lon yesterday. ‘The reason they don’t is 
because they faked the other report. Why, 
when they first sent down their slip, on the 
spaces given to injuries and marks on the 
body of the patient it was entirely blank. 
But when they discovered that I had foynd 
out the marks, they at once filled in the 
blanks with fake reports. It’s a shame that 
the great City of New York cannot care for 
its insane without the arising of such,'‘scan- 
dals. 

“The only way to prevent it is to hire 
attendants in-the insane pavilion who have 
had three years or more of experience in 
other insane institutions. The raw ma- 
terial of nurses and students they dump 
upon the public there is simply appalling. 
Insanity is a thing that is likely to over- 
take the most intelligent man in the city. 
Nithout any warning he may find himself 
there in the Bellevue insane pavilion, sub- 


ject to whatever treatment the inexperi- 

ence of a lot of ill-tempered recruits may 

dictate.”’ 

*The records of the case, police and hos- 

ital, show that John Cristy of 463 West 

‘hirty-sixth Street was taken from the 
tenement house at the corner of Tenth 
Avenue and Thirty-sixth Street on June 
18 demented. He had lived in the house 
down the block, and his friends‘ contend 
that the similarity in the outside construc- 
tion of the two houses explains his mis- 
take, On the afternoon of the day in 
queStion he went into the tenement men- 
tioned, and ordered out of the place the 
women who were occupying the rooms 
which corresponded in position to those he 
lived in further down the street. The wo- 
men in fright fled to the street, where they 
called Policeman McMorrow of the .Thirty- 
seventh Street Station, who took the man 
to the station house and later to the Roose- 
velit Hospital, vwehere it was decided to 
take him to Bellevue. 

In Bellevue, according to the excerpts of 
| the records-on evidenqe yesterday, 
; had frequently to restrain him. He™ 

yesterday morning. When Corener’s Phy- 
sician O'Hanlon saw the body he declared 
at once that death was due to the violence 
of thé beatings that the dead man had re- 
ceived either by the police or the people in 
the hospital. 

The attention cf Commissioner Keller and 
the authorities of the hospital was called to 
the case yesterday afternoon. The Commis- 
sioner at once ordered an investigation: The 
Coroner's physician had declared that 
among. the causes contributing to death 
was peritonitis, due to the beating. The 
charts of. the patient while in the place 
were exhibited yesterday. It was declared 
by the medical atithorities of thes hospital 
that the respiration, temperature, and pulse 
of the tient showed that he could not 
have suffered from peritonitis. p 

His highest temperature had been 98.8, 
his respiration 24, and his pulse 76, which 
were hardly more than normal. Commis- 
sioner Keller, who hastened to the office of 
Bellevue Hospital, when he heard that 
newspaper men were there, ordered that the 
nurses who had been in attendance upon 
Cristy be sent there. Nurse Ludwig came. 

“Did you ever strike the patient?” de- 
manded the Commissioner. 

‘* No, Sir.”’ 

‘““What was done to him when you were. 
present? ”’ 

‘“* When he was admitted two friends were 
present during his examination by the doc- 
tors. We ordered him to sit down on the 
chair. He refused to do so. Then we took 

| his arms behind his back and forced him to 
do so.”’ 

‘* Was there any violence used?” 

“Oh. no, Sir; at no time. We ony did 
like this.” 

So saying, thé nurse seized the Commis- 
sloner by the arms, pinning them at the 
side. 

“Well, even if I were insane I couldn’t 
object to that,’’ said Commissioner Keller. 

A slip of paper showing that the prisoner 
had been frequently restrained by the use 
of handcuffs during his confinement was 
produced. j : 

‘It's a clear case,”’ the hospital authori- 
ties said. ‘‘ The man was in such a condi- 
tion that he might have dropped dead at 
any time. Our records show that he had 
been drinking heavily. He died from fatty 
| heart and-oedema of the brain. Our records 
show further, that all of the injuries that 
the Coroners’ physician points out existed 
when he was admitted to the institution.” 

At ‘the address 463 West Thirty-sixth 
Street. where the dead man had lived with 
one John McKenna, it was said that Cristy 
had not had a bruise uper his body when 
he was sent to the hospital. A cousin said 
that he had visited him in the hospital. 

‘Went I went there,’ asid he, “I heard 
him cry out in pain. He shouted out, 
‘Don’t hurt me!’ The doctors were exam- 
ining him at the time. He was_ standin 
up when I saw him. The two attendant 
ordered hin? to sit down. When he wouldn’t 
they threw him brutally into a chair, knee- 
ing him at the same time; that is to say, 
they forced their knees into his groin.» At 
the time, he had a black eye and a lot of 
cuts about his face.”’ 

Dr. O'Hanlon said he would make a re- 
port to the Coroners’ office that wfll in- 
sure an investigation being ordered.

CONSTITUTION UNDER SAIL.

First Trial Since Accident Shows Yacht 
Is Better than Ever—To Stay 
at Newport. 
Specias to The New York Times. 


NEWPORT, R. I., June 18.—The Consti- 
tution made her first spin to-day, after her 
repairs to her mainmast. The big boat got 
under way at 10:20 o’clock, with the wind 
light from the southwest, and under her 
working sails, with a No. 2 clubtopsail 
and baby jibtopsail set she stood out of the 
harbor with Capt: Rhodes at the helm and 
Capt. Duncan aboard. The return of the 
yacht was at 2:45 o’clock in the afternoon, 
thus it was the longest and most thorough 
test she has undergone since she has been 
in commission. The result of the test was 
highly pleasing to Capt. Duncan and to 
every one on board. 

Much to the surprise of those who fol- 
lowed the yacht, the spin was outside, fif- 
teen miles beyond Brenton’s Reef lightship, 
the manoeuvring grounds selected, and dur- 
ing this time the yacht was tried on every 
point. Every sail the boat will ever use 
was bent and unbent, and every piece of 
canvas set well. ' 

The boat made for several hours an aver- 
age speed of 15 knots. There was a perfect 
breeze, and good sea for such a test, and 
the Constitution proved herself especially 
fast on the wind. Five sizes of jib topsails, 
including her balloon jib, were tried. While 
off Narragansett Pier she was close hauled. 
She came about and stood toward Block 
Island, where some splendid work could be 
seen. 

While these manoeuvres were being made 
she used her Nos. 3 and 4 baby jibtopsails. 
On a broad reach with the No. 2 spinnaker 
she behaved remarkably well and stood in 
toward the harbor, when sh@ was hove to, 
and then ran out again close hauled, try- 
ing her various jibtopsails. The work of 
the crew was delightful to watch, espe- 
cially in setting, making, and reducing sall, 
and the time of taking fn the spinnaker in 


4 minutes and 20 seconds. The Constitu- 
tion proved herself to be quick in stays, 
and her repaired mainmast is as good as 
ever, and her rigging in fine condition. 

It is, hardly probable that Capt. Duncan 
will take the Constitution out of these 
waters until. the cruise of the New York 
Yacht. CJub begins, as he has plenty of 
tuning up to do before he meets the Co- 
lumbia and Independence in the series for 
the Newport Yacht Racing Association 
trophy. Independence will arrive here next 
week.

He 
had scarcely crossed the State line on Mon- 
day morning before faro, roulette, and slot 
machines were again in full sway in Hele- 
na, Marysville, Butte, and other cities. 

Conducting a gambling house was made 
a misdemeanor by the recent Legislature, 
and Mr. Donovan threatened to have the 
proprietors arrested daily if they continued 
to do business. No one else seems disposed 
to be as severe, so the games will run at 
least until Mr. Donovan returns. 


THE OREGON’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


Shell Fell from Deck Into a Lighter 
but Did Not Explode.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 18.—The battle- 
ship Oregon had a narrow escape from seri- 
ous damage, if not complete destruction, to- 
day.’

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TRIAL OF BARKER TAKES 
AN UNEXPECTED TURN 


Prisoner Not Allowed to Tell Why 
He Shot Rev. Mr. Keller. 








HIS COUNSEL DISCONCERTED 


Attempt to Prove Temporary Mental 
Irresponsibility Also Frustrated— 
Clergyman and His Assail- 
ant Testify. 








The second day of the trial of Thomas G. 
Barker, charged before Judge John A. 
Blair in the Hudson County Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions, in Jersey_City, with shooting 
‘with attempt to kill the Rev. John Keller 
on the streets of Arlington, N. J.’ on the 
morning of Sunday, Feb. 3, last, closed yes- 
terday-afternoon in the midst of one of the 
most sensational legal battles ever fought 
in the courts of the State. 

Following a morning session replete with 
interest, but giving no indication of the 
approach of the crisis in the extraordinary 
affair, there followed developments so 
startling and with such bewildering rapid¢ 
ity that when the gavel rapped for the 
close of the session even the lawyers for 
the defense, with aAhorough knowledge of 
every detail of the Arlington tragedy, had 
been carried off their feet by the force of 
circumstances. 

Their client, who had been called as their 
first witness to tell to the jury and to the 
world the awful secret that had been told 
to him by his wife of her treatment at the. 
hands of the rector of her church in her 
own home, and which had led him, the hus- 
band, to attempt to slay the accused man, 
was stopped whenever he began his story. 
The Judge on the bench, aged, gray haired, 
and in a voice so soft that it could hardly 
be heard in the jury box, gently applied 
the restraining power of New Jersey ¢vim- 
inal code that contains no “ unwritten 
law” giving a husbahd the right to take 
into his own hands the avenging of a pri- 
vate wrong, however great. By his rulings 
the extraordinary features that have made 


the case famous throughout the State were 
stripped away, one by one, until from a 
legal viewpoint it stood out a plain case 
of assault with attempt to kill. The maxi- 
mum punishment for this crime as applied 
to Barker's case is ten years in State pris- 
on and a fine of $1,000. 

In vain the lawyers for the accused man 
tried by every method known in law to get 
their client’s story before the jury and the 
world, but they were met at every turn by. 
the inexorable rulings of the Judge, and 
finally they recaljed their witness from the 
stand without ipving learned from him 
more than his age, the age’of his wife, and 
where they lived. 


INSANITY PLEA VAIN. 


Again the lawyers rallied artd called an 
insanity expert to testify that a story of 
dishonor told by a wife to a\ husband is 
sufficient to cause a form of temporary 
mental irresponsibility such as . Barker 
might* have suffered from when he shot 
down the clergyman in the streets of Ar- 
lington.. Again ae were balked by the 
Judge, who ruled that whatever influence 
personal wrongs might have on a husband's 
mind there had been no evidence intro- 
duced to show that Barker was suffering 
from any mental derangement whatever 
when he attempted to kill Keller. Here was 
not an occasion for expert testimony. Bar- 
ker’s lawyers gallantly held to this last 
ditch, but were baffled at every turn, and 
at last this second witness was recalled ag 
being useless, and at this point the Judge's 
gavel closed the day’s session. 

‘“*Saved by the call of time,” 
man in the gallery. 

The lawyers for the defense were com- 
pletely baffled at the last, and showed 
plainly that they were fighting through 


remarked a 


sheer desperation. They announced after 
the adjournment. however, that they will 
eontinue the fight this morning and _ will 


try again to get Barker on the stand. They 
asserted that they would call Mrs. Barker, 
but it is now practically concluded that 
the woman will not be allowed to tell her_ 
strange story that caused. the tragedy. 
Prosecutor Erwin expressed the belief that 
when court reconvenes this morning the 
defense will either plead guilty and throw 
their client on the mercy of the court, or, 
if they fight on, will inevitably lose. 

ne of the many sensational features yes- 
terday was fhe opening of the defense 
after the prosecution had closed with the 
testimony of the Rev. Mr. Keller, who prac- 
tically lost his eyesight and almost his life 
at the hands of Barker in Arlington. 

Attorney Ward, who presented Barker's 
case to the jury, did not claim that the 
strange story told by Mrs. Barker to her 
husband of an assault upon her was true. 
The lawyer even said that it would be 
unnecessary to prove the truth of the 
story, but, that whether it was true or 
false, it was contended that her tale so 
worked on the mind of her husband as to 
cause him to attempt to slay the man who 
had invaded the sanctity of his home, 
trusting in the ‘‘ unwritten law’’ to save 
him if fe took a human life.

PRISONER AND WIFE IMPASSIVE. 


Throughout the remarkable scenes at- 
tending the afternoon session Barker, keen- 
eyed and alert, sat beside his wife as im- 
passive as any spectator in the courtroom. 
Th woman, whose abnormally strung 
nerves it has been said were the cause of a 
horrible mistake, saw without the quiver of 
an evelfa her husband’s hopes and herown 
vindication before the world being suddenly 
shattered without warning. She trembled 
during the first day of the trial when the 
testimony was comparatively prosaic and 
commonplace, but yesterday she heard the 
mar whom her husband had maimed for 
life tell his pitiful side of the story without 
the loss of a single skade of her color, 
while some hysterical women spectators 
wept. She saw without a shudder the. 
ghastly eye which had been taken from the 
wounced man after the shooting exhibited 
in a bottle, and when the story concerning 
ber honor was being unfolded she simply 
sat with dowrcast eyes and even spoke to 
her husband as one spectator might speak 
to another. Some physicians in the audi- 
ence’ said this demeanor was abnormal; 
non-professional spectators pronounced it 
simply an almcst unprecedented display of 
nerve. 

The most dramatic testimony of the day 
was that of the Rev. Mr. Keller, with 
which the prosecution closed its case. It 
was expected that he would be called dur- 
ing the day, and the hope of hearing from 
the lips of the man himself the story of 
the infliction of his physical injuries, and 
perhaps of his life-wrecking moral wounds 
as well, drew to the little old-fashioned 
Court House a crowd that filled the court- 
room to overflowing and clamored vainly 
tor admittance at the door. More than 
half of the curious throng were women. 

Witnesses had been called all day one 
ufter another, and had told their stories 
of the outside details of the case that have 
been thrashed over time and time again 
since the tragedy occurred, but it was be- 
lieved that with the testimony of the vic- 
tim of the shooting the first glimpse of 
the real tragedy would be had.

NO TRANS-CONTINENTAL SYSTEM. 











President Underwood of the Erie Says 
the Heport Is Nonsense. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BALTIMORE, Jufie 18.—President Under- 
wood of the Erie Railroad was in Balti- 
more to-day. This was his first visit here 
since he retired as Second Vice President, 
of the Baltimore and Ohio Road, to take 
the Presidency of the Erie. He called on 
his former associates in the Baltimore and 


Ohio. He said that his visit was to look 
after some private matters. 

When asked about the report that the 
Erie Road was to become part of a trans- 
continental system, Mr. Underwood said 
that it was nonsense, and added: 

‘That rumor has been pricked so often 
that it is a wonder it 1s still in circulation. 
There cannot be a transcontinental sys- 
tem, because it would mean that traffic 
would be diverted from its regular chan- 
nels. There are, besides, too many side 
lines that compete in the short hauls.” 





A Luxurious Trolley Car. 


H. A. Everett of the Cleveland Electric 
Railroad system. will soon own ‘the finest 
trolley car ever built. ¢&xclusive of its 
costly furnishings, tne car will cost about 
$15,000. It will contain a_parlor, library, 
workroom, dining room, and kitchen, and 
it will also be fitted with three sleeping 
berths. The latter will be invisible during 
the day, because they will be stored be- 
neath the floor of the car, not above, as 


is usual in most aeoping cars. The car 
will be nearly twice the length of the or- 
dinary suburban trolley car. At either 
end there will be an electric searchlight. 
The one at the rear of the car, being red, 
will turn on automatically whenever the 
car stops. 





Brief Railroad items.

Milburn Declares Recorder 
Goff Aided the State.

Asserts that His Attitude Prejudiced 
the Defendant’s Chances — Mr. 
Hill Begins His Reply. 





BUFFALO, June 18.—The final direct 
verbal plea for another chance before a 
jury for Roland B. Molineux, the alleged 
poisoner of Mrs. Katherine J. Adams, and 
the first half of the arraignment of the 
people in resistance, were heard by the 
Court of Appeals to-day. John G. Mil- 
burn, champion of the cause of young 
Molineux, spoke from 10 o’clock until 11:40, 
and was succeeded by ex-Senator David B. 


Hill, who held the attention of the court 
until it arose for the day, at 2 o'clock, in 
an, address in opposition to the retrial of 
the case. Mr. Hill will close by noon to- 
morrow, and, with a brief reply for the 
appellant, the case will be submitted to 


the judgment of the court. 
It was a day of oratory, stirred at times 
to the thrilling point with touches of in- 


vective. Mr. Milburn’s close was vigorous. 
He began with a second attack upon the 
admissibility cf the Barnet evidence, spent 
half an hour in ridiculing the ‘‘ tremous,” 
*‘ serriations,” ‘‘lapses of energy,” and 
other things developed by the scientific 
study of penmanship, and closed with a 
direct attack upon the policy pursued by 
Recorder Goff throughout, the trial. He 


charged the latter with favoritism toward 
Assistant District Attorney Osborne, whose 
methods he also questioned, and prejudice 
against Attorney Bartow 8S. Weeks, and 
to support his contention read the steno- 
graphic notes of the Recorder's examina- 
tion of Mary Melando and Nicholas Heck- 
man. 

He dramatically described the examina- 
tion of Mary Melando and denied that the 
Recorder had a right to mention her creed 
to her or admit several portions of her Ltes- 
timony aS evidence. 

Mr. Hill, fresh from the leash of nearly 
two days’ silence, was equally vigorous. 
After explaining his connection with ‘he 
appeal he plunged into a review of the 
ease, which was an argument tending to 
show the guilt of the defendant. He strong- 
ly defended the course of Recorder Gotf 
and Assistant District Attorney Osborne, 
and justified the theory and policy of the 
prosecution in their entirety. 

Starting with the theories of the people 
as to the killing of Mrs. Adams and Barnet, 
he followed them through their lines cf 
reasoning and contended for their stability 
and acceptance. He insisted that the peo- 
ple had the right to show how Barnet died 
and insisted that a complete reconciliation 
of the two cases was possible. He avowed 
that the prosecution was within its rights 
in showing the relations of Molineux and 
his wife prior to their marriage, and as- 
serted that it was the people who had suf- 
fered when the Recorder ordered the evi- 
dence stricken out. He said Mrs, Molineux 
had called her marriage a romance. He 
called it a tragedy. 


DEFENDS HARRY CORNISH. 


Mr. Hill took up successively the various 
mysterious written letters under the names 
of Cornish and Barnet upon the blue paper 
crested with interlaced crescents, and force- 
fully adjusting them in their places in the 


theory of the prosecution, dramatically pro- 
claimed the alleged guilt of the prisoner, 
and insisted that the State had conclusively 
proven its charge. He dwelt upon the de- 
scription of himself given by the writer of 
the Marsdon diagnosis blank and asserted 
that the person described was Molineux. 
He taunted the appellant for failure to ex- 
plain either the Marsdon blank or the Harp- 
ster letter, and, reading the acknowledged 
note of Molineux to the Burns Medical 
Company, said that it was the connecting 
link in the whole series of letters. 

He defended Harry Cornish against sus- 
picion or insinuation, and asserted the re- 
liability of the mass of handwriting testi- 
mony offered by the State. Reviewing the 
trouble at the Knickerbocker Club and con- 
necting with it Cornish’s denunciation of 

“Molineux, and the Harpster incident, he 
pruciaimed revenge as the motive of the 
plot to kill Cornish and then pictured jeal- 
ousy as the motive in the Barnet case. Ile 
pronounced the weight of evidence against 
the accused as overwhelming, and said that 
no defense had been made. because none 
was possible. 

Mr. Hill charged that the defense feared 
an examination of its handwriting expert, 
David Carvalho, and therefore kept him off 
the stand. He insisted that the prosecu- 
tion had gone into the case honestly and 
with a desire to do its simple duty, that 
there had been no prejudice, and that the 
trial had been a fair one. Mr. Hill did not 
touch the disputed law points, and will go 
into them to-morrow. 


THE HANDWRITING EXPERTS. 


There was another rush for the limited 
number of seats when the court doors 
opened, and the bailiffs and doorkeepers 
were. forced to rope off a passageway in 
the corridor. An early arrival was Control- 
ler Bird S. Coler of New York. Mr. Milburn 


at once resumed his argument, taking up 
the admission of the Barnet case and as- 
serting that there had been a complete 
failure to connect Molineux with the mail- 
ing of the Kutnow powder to Barnet or any 
justification in the evidence or facts to 
warrant the connection of the two cases. 
He submitted that the Barnet evidence was 
all incompetent and its admission an error. 

Mr. Milburn then passed to the hand- 
writing phase of the case and opened the 
way to it by describing the various exhibits 
of penmanship in the case and telling the 
character of the expert testimony. He con- 
tended that the test to which Molineux was 
submitted by Expert Kinsley was not fair. 
Then he ridiculed the science of handwrit- 
ing experts, and discussed at length the 
law as to the comparison of written in- 
struments and the admission of evidence 
Telating to them. He claimgd that the trial 
court had permitted deviation from the 
statute, and that there had been various 
methods of comparison during the trial. 
As a result of the entire mass of 
testimory, if any portion of it was 
proper, the case must fail. 

Mr. Milburn objetted to the use of Molin- 
eux’s inquest testimony at the trial, with- 
out any testimony to show how it had 
been obtained. Molineux, he declared, had 
been forced to take the stand under threat 
of contempt and compelled to testify. Re- 
corder Goff had resisted every attempt to 
get the circumstances under which the 
testimony of the defendant had been ob- 
tained. Molineux should have had a chance 
to explain. 


RECORDER GOFF’S COURSE. 

“I now approach another important phase 
of this case,’ said Mr. Milburn, “ and I re- 
gret I have not more time. The defendant 
had not a fair trial. He had not a fair 
trial because of the attitude of the District 


Attorney and the attitude of the Court. 
“In the twenty-five years I have been 
before your Honors I have never had rea- 
son to complaint of a trial Judge. I ap- 
proach this question with a feeling of re- 


im- 


et, but I do so none the less freely. 
he @#§ecorder appeared in this case from 
beginStaz to end as an active participant 


on the Side of the prosecution. He asked 
guestions and cross-examined witnesses in 
behalf of the State. The District Attorney 
was allowed the widest latitude, and Mr. 
‘Weeks was held to the strictest rule. Mr. 
Weeks was declared unprofessional, yet 
the record of 3,600 pages does not show that 
he acted in an ungentlemanly way or im- 
properly in a single instance. The Re- 
corder constantly referred to Mr. Weeks 
in an improper manner to discredit him 
before the jury.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Milburn asserted that the 
Recorder had exceeded his duty and rights 
in. examining Mary Melando, and that a 
large portion of her testimony was ab- 
solutely inadmissible. He also insisted that 
the’ jurors had been allowed to ask im- 

roper questions. The counsel read the 

corder’s examination of Heckman and 
Miss Miller in support of his charge of un- 
fairness. He said the Court had’ expanded 
every piece of testimony offered by the 
District Attorney, and repressed what the 
defense offered. He asked for a careful 
examination of the briefs and record, and 
expressed the faith that the defendant 
would be given a new and fair trial. 

He assailed the final summing up of the 
District Attorney, and drew the attention 
of the Court to the references to Mrs. 

olineux and the failure of the defendant 
to take the stand. Mr. Milburn closed at 

:45 o'clock, and Mr. Hill arose at once.

MR. HILL REPLIES. 


Mr. Hill then proceeded to explain his 
eonnection with the case, speaking from 
pt.

the bravery of Gen. Molineux as extra- 
neous and without the record. He then 
described the attitude of society toward a 
poisoner, and declared that Mr. Milburn 
had argued his case as if before a jury.

Reviewing the preliminary facts of the 
case, Mr. Hill vigorously defended Cornish 
and declared the guilt of Molineux. 

“If it was not Molineux it was nobody,” 
declared Mr. Hill. 

Reviewing the facts of the poisoning, Mr. 
Hill declared that the actions of the mem- 
bers of the Adams household were quite 
natural. He drew attention to the fact 
that the bottle holder was bought at New- 
ark where Molineux worked, He defended 
Expert Kinsley and expressed the belief 
that he could convince the Court that the 
people had a right to prove the facts con- 
nected with the death of H. C. Barnet. In 
the latter connection he commended Re- 
corder Goff for his caution in excluding the 
name of Barnet in the medical testimony. 
He defended the policy of the prosecution 
and the rulings of the Court as to the proof 
of the cause of Barnet’s death. He then 
argued that.there was a great similarity 
in the two cases, and that the people had 
a right to prove them both. 

Mr. Hill warmly defended Recorder Goff 
for his examination of Nicholas Heckman. 
He said he was no admirer of the Re- 
corder, from whom he had political differ- 
ences, but he had never heard his honesty 
or fairness questioned. He drew attention 
to the fact that not a single objection had 
been made to Goff's charge to the jury. 


CRAIG-Y-NOS NOT SOLD. 
Mme. Patti’s Castle Offered at Auction 


in London, but Bidding Does Not 
Reach Reserve Price. 


LONDON, June 18.—Craig-y-Nos Castle, 
the residence in Wales of Mme. Adelina 


Patti, (Baroness Rolf Cederstrém,) was put 
up at auction this afternoon at the Mart, in 
this city. The place was bought in for 
£45,000, after a dramatic scene caused by 
a false bid of £50,000, which was the 
serve price. 

The auction room was packed with influ- 
ential people and agents. Among those 
present was Baron Cederstrém. 

The bidding opened with an offer of £50,- 
000, made by a prominent London auc- 
tioneer. No other offer was heard, and 
Mr. Lumley, the auctioneer, declared Mme. 
Patti's castle sold at that figure. Simulta- 
neously, the bidder rushed up and told Mr. 
Lumley that he had not meant his offer to 
be taken seriously Long conferences fol- 
lowed. Mr. Lumley went out and consulted 
Sir George Lewis, the well-known solicitor. 
Excitement reigned throughout the auction 
room. The bidder, who was very pale, 
remained in his seat, perspiring, with the 
eyes of all present upon him. 

Sir George Lewis advised that no legal 
proceedings be taken, and Mr. Lumley re- 
opened the sale with a bid of £20,000. By 
thousands and five hundreds the bidding 
quickly advanced, but at £45,000 a dead- 
lock was reached, and Mr. Lumley an- 
nounced that he must buy in the property 
for Mme. Patti, the reserve price being 
£50,000.

ANOTHER CHINESE RISING. 


Military Graduate Leading a Large

LONDON, June 19.—The Shanghai corre- 
spondent of The Standard, cabling under 
date of June 18, says that a Chinese mili- 
tary graduate named Tien-Lo-Siang has 
collected a large force of Boxers and dis- 
banded soldiers, and has induced the in- 
habitants of the numerous walled villages 
and towns in the southwestern part of Pe- 
chi-Li Province to unite in opposing the 
collection of taxes for the war indemnity. 
_it is reported that Tien-Lo-Siang and his 
followers have already defeated the impe- 

rial troops in several encounters. 
toops in several encountes. 

This movement threatens to spread into 
Shan-Tung Province. 





FRENCH DESIGNS IN YUN-NAN. 


Repert that Secret Treaty Gives Simi- 
lar Rights to Those Russia Has 
in) Manchuria. 
LONDON, June 19.--A dispatch 
Daily Mail from Paris asserts that, under 
the terms’ of a secret convention with 
China, France will be able to protect the 
proposed new gesp A from Tonquin into 
Yun-Nan with French troops, exactly as 
Russia does in Manchuria, and that France 
intends to exercise this right, although the 
intention so to do may now be denied. 
This policy is said to be an outcome of the 
recent visit to St. Petersburg of M. Del- 
cassé, the French Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. 
The railway will also be extended past 
Yun-Nan-Foo to the upper waters of the 
Yang-tse-Kiang. 


TO WELCOME VON WALDERSEE.

Squadron Under Prince ‘Henry of Prus- 
sia Will Meet the Vessels Return- 
ing from China. 


BERLIN, June 18.—Emperor William has 
ordered the squadron commanded by Prince 
Henry of Prussia to proceed to Cadiz to 
meet the German squadron returning from 
China. 

The vessels under the command of Prince 
Henry will leave IKtel early in July. After 
tactical manoeuvres in the North Sea, they 
will join the returning ships and the vessel 
bearing Field Marshal von Waldersee and 
the two fleets will make the home trip to- 
gether. 

It is officially stated that the whole af- 
fair is devoid of political significance and 
is primarily meant as an unusual honor for 
Count von Waldersee. Emperor William 
informed Countess von Waldersee to this 
eifect yesterday. 

Effect of Chinese Troubles on Trade. 

WASHINGTON, June 18.—Fearing that 
the Boxer movement would cut off the sup- 
ply, American merchants last year pur- 
enased more tea at Fu-Chow than had ever 
before in one year been shipped from that 
port to America. Consul Gracey, who re- 
ports this, sa¥s that, notwithstanding the 
serious interruption to the foreign trade of 
China last year, the final results were not 
as disastrous as was feared, and as com- 
pared with 1890 the falling off was only 38 
per cent., mainly in tea. The Consul's fig- 
ures show that, while the United States 
imports of tea from Fu-Chow increased in 
the past ten years from 3,000,000 to 11,000,- 
O00 pounds, the European imports de- 
ereased from 25,000,000 to 11,000,000 pounds. 


Chinese Troops Barred from Peking. 

PEKING, June 18.—The foreign Ministers 
have declined to assent to the request that 
3,000 Chinese soldiers be allowed to come to 
Peking now. They consider that it would 
be inadvisable to permit such a step to be 
taken before the latter part of August, b 
which time the international troops, wit 
the exception of the legation guards, will 
have left the city. The Ministers have also 
declined to permit international troops to 
guard the Forbidden City until the Chinese 
soldiers shall arrive. 


BOTHA REPUDIATES KRUEGER ? 


A Report that the Boer Commandant 
General Will Try to Arrange Peace 
on His Own Authority. 


LONDON, June i9.—The Sun, which, 
however, has not heretofore been over 
reliable on this subject, hears that Mr. 


Kriiger has actuplly cabled to Gen. Botha’ 


declining to concede anything, and-that, in 
consequence of this decision-e- Gen. Botha 
and the commandants agreeing with his 
peace views have decided to repudiate Mr. 
Kriuger's authority. 

It is added that a further consultation 
between Gen. Botha’'s representative and 
rs Kitchener will be arranged for next 
week. 


Kaiser’s Comment on a Latin Motto. 
BERLIN, June 18.—It has become known 
that when Emperor William recently visit- 
ed the Benedictine monastery at Maria 


Laach, and saw the motto, “In duris et 
asperis patientiam amplecti,’’ (In hard and 
rough (places) I have learned patience,) he 
remarked: ‘‘ That is also meant for me.”

ROME, June 18.—The Pope has ratified 
the appointment of the Rev. Dr, Thomas F. 
Kennedy of Philadelphia as Rector of the 


American College, in succession’ to Mgr. 
O'Connell, appointed Bishop of Portland, 
Me. The appointment of Dr. Kennedy was 
recommended by the Congregation of the 
Propaganda on Saturday.

STOLE $7,000 IN JEWELRY 


Adams Express Co. Office Robbed 
of Valuable Packages. 








Three Night Clerks Arrested on Sus- 
picion—A Part of the Plunder 
Recovered. 





The branch office of the Adams Express 
Company at Madison Avenue and Forty- 
ninth Street was robbed of about $7,000 
worth of diamonds and jewelry on Sunday 
night last. Three night clerks employed by 
the company were arraigned, charged with 
the theft, in the Yorkville Police Court 
yesterday. 

The accused are Thomas McCarthy of 
216 East Forty-seventh Street, Robert Pen- 
ticost of 333 East Fiftieth Street, and 
Christopher Brown of 141 East Forty- 
eighth Street. Brown was in charge of the 
office, but McCarthy is said to have taken 
the initiative in the plan to rob the com- 


pany. 
The exact amount stolen is not yet 
known, as the detectives have not been 


able to ascertain what all the packages 
contained, about twelve of them being 
still missing. Late yesterday afternoon 
the detectives had recovered about $2,000 
worth of diamonds and jewelry in pawn- 
shops on Second and Third Avenues. 

The three men who are accused were in 
absolute control of the Forty-ninth Street 
branch office on Sunday night. It was 
Penticost’s regular night off, but he was 
there, it is alleged, just the same. The 
jewelry and valuables kept in the office 
are always, it was stated, securely placed 
In chests in the rear of the place. These 
are not only locked, but sealed as well. 

When Frank Vogel, the manager of the 
branch office, started in to work on Mon- 
day morning he noticed that the seals on 
one of the chests had been broken, and that 
several packages had been taken out. He 
immediately began checking off all the 
packages which were down in the books, 
and learned that no less than twelve were 
nissing. All these contained valuable jew- 
2ilry. Vogel lost no time in informing his 
superior officers of what had happened. 

Amador Andrews, the agent of the Adams 
Express Company, at 807 Canal Street, re- 

orted the matter to Capt. Titus at Police 
ieadquarters. Charlies and John Farley, 
from. the Central Office, were assigned to 
assist the detectives of the East Fifty- 
first Street Station, and they began an in- 
vestigation of the branch office. The rob- 
bers had been singularly careless. They 
had taken several of the wrappers from 
the missing express packages and merely 
thrown them down the elevator shaft. 

It was at once assumed that only men 
familiar with the place would throw the 
wrappers there, and the three night clerks 
were placed under arrest. Penticost is said 
by the detectives to have made a confes- 
sion, which implicates the other two men, 
and to have also assisted the detectives in 
recovering much of the stolen property. 

The three men were arraigned before 
Magistrate Mayo and held in $2,000 bail 
each for examination on June 20. 


HANDWRITING EXPERT’S ERROR 


Mr. Kinsley Acknowledges a Mistake 


and an Indictment Is Quashed. 

An error of judgment on the part of Will- 
jum J. Kinsley, a handwriting expert, who 
figured in the trial of Roland B. Molineux, 
led to the dismissal yesterday afternoon 
by Justice Gaynor, in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, of an indictment against ex- 
Coroner George H. Nason. The indictment 
was dismissed on the application of District 
Attorney Clarke. 

George H. Nason and Edward B. Coombs, 
Coroners in Brooklyn, on Dec. 3, 1897, were 
indicted for grand larceny and for present- 
ing a false and fraudulent claim to the city 
for payment. Coombs was convicted and 
served a term in the penitentiary. Accord- 
ing to the statement made by District At~ 
torney Clarke, William J. Kinsley, the 
handwriting expert, stated that Nason’'s 
signature to the oath of office as Coroner 
and his signature to a bill for services in 
May, 1896, were in his handwriting. Kinsiey 
testified that he had seen Nason’s sig- 
nature upon various requisitions in evi- 
dence, and wherever his signature appeared 
in these requisitions it was written by him. 

Mr. Clarke said that in 1899, when Dis- 
trict Attorney Hiram R. Steele was pre- 
paring to prosecute Nason, Expert Kinsley 
admitted that he had made an error in 
testifying as he did in Nason’s case be- 
fore the Grand Jury, and that fuller in- 
vestigation and subsequent comparisons of 
handwriting convinced him that the signa- 
tures to the alleged false bills and the 
requisitions were not the signatures of 
George H. Nason. Kinsley explained that 
the error was due to the fact that he did 
not have a sufficient number of standards 
of Nason’'s handwriting at the time he made 
the comparisons, having but one genuine 
signature of Nason’s for the purpose of 
comparison. Mr. Clarke’s statement con- 
cluded: 

** Kinsley states that since he gave such 
testimony he has become convinced of his 
error, and in a commendable spirit of 
frankness acknowledges it. I do not think, 
under the circumstances, a conviction of 
Nason can be had. In the case of Coombs 
no question was raised as to the authen- 
ticity of his handwriting. In the case of 
Nason, it is asserted by the defendant and 
his counsel, that Nason did not sign the 
Various papers referred to."’ 5 





The papers were indorsed by Justice 
Gaynor as follows: 
“On the within statements the indict- 


ments may be dismissed.”’ 


BOY BURGLAR’S CONFESSION, 


Says He Was Aided by a Man Who Is 
Also Placed Under Arrest. 


Marcellus Spencer, thirteen years old,

MILE OF BUILDINGS BURNED. 


Squaw Island Property Facing on 


Niagara River Destroyed. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., June 18.—Early this 
morning fire destroyed all the buildings on 
Squaw Island, that front on the Niagara 
River, .from the foot of Ferry Street to a 
point nearly a mile north. The loss is in 
the neighborhood of $260,000.

Besides these buildings there were burned 
a dozen naphtha and steam launches, canal- 
boats, and houseboats anchored in the har- 
bor, valued at about $15,000; the dock itself 
worth $25,000, and scores of shanties and 
boathouses, occupied by squatters, stretch- 


ing along the shore of the river for nearly 
a mile. 





STRIKE IN HOE FOUNDRY ENDED. 





All the Employes to Return to Work 
with a Nine-Hour Day. 

The strike in R. Hoe & Co.'s foundry 
was settled yesterday, after a conference 
between a committee of the union and 
representatives of the firm. All the strik- 
ers will, return to work to-morrow under 
the nine-hour workday rule, with the black- 
smiths, helpers, and others who were 
thrown idle by the strike, and who will 
also be granted the nine-hour day. There 
are about 1,400 employed in all in the 
foundry. 

The firm reserves the right to employ any 
men it chooses without any reference to 
the union, which is not recognized in the 
settlement. With the exception of the 
non-recognition of the union, however, the 
strikers have gained all their demands.

ALLEGED GAMBLERS ON TRIAL. 








Evidence to Show that the Bond Street 
Place Was “ Tipped Off.” 

James Boyle and John Wall, arrested in 
a recent raid by the Committee of Fifteen 
in the poolroom and gambling. house at 
42 Bond Street, were yesterday placed on 
trial before Judge Warren W. Foster, in 
General Sessions. .The case would have 


been disposed of sooner but for the disap- 
pearance of one of the Fifteen’s detectives, 
W. M. Andrews, who could not be found 
when it was called for trial. 

The poolroom was situated in a building 
leased Wy the father of Alderman Fred- 
erick Fleck, who some time ago was re- 
lieved from Grand Jury duty by Recorder 
Gorf. John C. Corlies, another of the Com- 
mittee of Fifteen'’s detectives, who, with 
Andrews, obtained the evidence against 
the place, gave testimony concerning the 
raid yesterday which would seem to indi- 
cate that the gambling house was “ tipped 
otf’’ before the raiders arrived. 

The two men, Boyle and Wall, according 
to the witness, had grabbed up all of the 
money on the table and filled their pockets 
with it. The table was overturned, the 
racing ecards pulled off the walls, and a 
rush made for the doors, just as it was 
battered down by the police. Corlies said 
Wall had appreached him when first ar- 
raigned and offered to make it all right 
with him if he would let up on the two. 
Andrews, the missing detective, he said, 
had told him that he had also been ap- 
prouched. The trial will continue to-day.

cripple the trade of the United States, to 
prevent the Americans from carrying on

from enjoying. In pursuance of this pur- 
pose the policy of the English 
ment was arbitrary, violent, and persist- 
ent, and the American Government was 
forced, after far too patient suffering, to 
resent it. 

‘Here are two cardinal events in the life 
of the two nations. What do they show? 
Certainly not that the instinct for trade 
which guided the two Governments was 
any stronger in the American than in 
the English people. The simple fact is 
that the dominant motive of the policy 
of Great Britain, at least during the time 
that our own Nation has existed and 
really since the reign of ELIZABETH, has 
been the maintenance and extension of 
British eommerce. Her vast empire has 
grown from the pursuit of that policy. 
Her imperial power to-day rests on that 
foundation. Her splendid and costly 
navy exists to keep free and safe the 
ocean pathways of her traders. She 
holds her immense resources always at 
the service of her merchants and will 
fight as readily for their privileges on 
the remotest shores as she would to repel 
invasion of the little island from which 
they went out. On the other hand, much 
the same spirit has animated the Amer- 
icans. It has fallen to us to possess a 
continent, and our energies have been 
devoted to its conquest, not always 
peaceful, in the name of trade. We are 
both nations of traders, the one no more 
than the other. It is well for us both 
an@ for the world that we are. It is noth- 


Govern- 















ing to be ashamed of. It is not a matter 
of reproach or of insult to be cast up by 
either against the other. Trade is but the 
outcome of man’s desire to improve his 
condition by the application of his facul- 
ties to the development of the resources 
of the earth. It has its excesses and its 
temptations, but it is the condition of all 
advance in civilization. The two greatest 
trading nations of the modern world are 
the leaders in order, justice, general well- 
being and enlightenment. Their common 
purpose ought to be a basis of friendship 
between them, not of alienation or dis- 
cord. 





THE KENNEDY CASE. 

That was a curious outcome of a sys- 
tem which has been described as ‘“ the 
perfection of reason’’ which took place 
in Judge NEWBURGER’S court yesterday. 
A man under an undisposed-of indict- 
ment for murder in the first degree, and 
who had undoubtedly committed that of- 
fense if, in the premises, he had commit- 
ted any, was admitted to bail in $10,000 
and thereupon set free. 

Murder in the first degree is not a bail- 
able offense. The admission to bail 
should mean that in the judgment of the 
Judge who admitted KEeNNeEpy to bail, 
and of the prosecutors who acquiesced 
in that disposition of his case, he was 
not guilty of the crime of which he was 
indicted. What it does mean*is that, 
guilty or not, they see no chance of cog- 
victing him. Of three juries which have 
had his case under consideration, two, 
and the last two, have voted for his ac- 
quittal by large majorities, though they 
were to attain the unanimity 
which is needful for an acquittal or for

That is that the bail was meant simply 
as security for the appearance of the de- 
fendant until the question came up upon 
quashing the indictment. But to let an 
indicted murderer go at large for the 
period which the Supreme Court com- 
monly requires to “get round” to the 
argument of a motion of this kind would

give a conscious criminal ample opportu- 
nity to run away, and much more motive 
than two-thirds of the jury and a con- 
siderable proportion of the public could 
discover for the commission by the de- 
fendant of the murder in question. 

There seems also to be some imperfec- 
tion of reason in a detail of the bailing, 
and that is the refusal as bondsman of a 
man who presented himself with securi- 
ties of the value of $250,000 to go bail 
for $10,000. He was refused upon the 
ground that it is a rule of the District 
Attorney’s office that a bondsman shall 
own real estate within the jurisdiction 
of the court. This seems a highly absurd 
survival of a mediaeval superstition. If 
the court impounded negotiable securi- 
ties to the amount necessary for the ab- 
solute security of the bail, the forfeiture 
of bail would be much less troublesome 
than it is now. 

But upon the main question it cannot 
be said that the processes of the law 
have brought justice. Assuming the guilt 
of the defendant, he has not only cheat- 
ed the electric chair, but he has cost the 
taxpayers a great many thousands of 
dollars. What is the case if we assume 
his innocence? Of thirty-six jurors who 
have passed upon his case nineteen have 
found him innocent. Is it conceivable 
that one jury should have stood eleven 
to one in his favor, and another eight to 
four, if there had not been a reasonable 
doubt in his case? And a reasonable 
doubt of his guilt is a reasonable doubt 
whether he has not been subjected al- 
ready to frightful and unmerited suffer- 
ing. That is probably the sentiment of 
which the superficially absurd proceed- 
ing of yesterday is the expression. Should 
we be in danger of doing any substantial 
injustice if we polled juries in capital 
cases, and, while still requiring unanim- 
ity for a conviction, enacted that a ma- 
jority should suffice to render a verdict 
of acquittal? 





A PROSPEROUS COUNTRY. 

The resumption of dividends at the rate 
of 2% per cent. semi-annualjy by the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad after @ long 
period of ten years, during which the 
road has paid no profits to its stock- 
holders, is an event of note and moment. 
It is of interest not merely to the owners 
of shares in the railroad, but to the whole 
country as solid proof of the remarkable 
prosperity of its industries. 

The Missouri Pacific system lies in the 
great Southwest, within a quadrilateral 
bounded by a line running from St. Louis 
south to New Orleans, thence west to 
El Paso, thence north to Pueblo and 
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Denver, and from there east again to St. 
Louis; with a network covering a great 
part of Kansas and a northern branch to 
Omaha. For years the Southwest has 
been comparatively a neglected part of 
our domain. It has been called in de- 
rision the “ jack rabbit country.” That 
myth of the early geographies, the Great 
American Desert, lay partly in this re- 
gion; it now contributes to the busi- 
ness and the revenues of the Missouri 
Pacific. This part of the United States 
has been of tardy growth, the agricul- 
tural region of the Northwest outstrip- 
ping it in development and the creation 
of wealth. Our increase in population 
has been rapid, but our territory is vast. 
It could not all be settled in one or two 
generagions, and a variety of circum- 
stances, of which the most influential 
was probably climate, directed the main 
stream of westward migration to the 
great States west of Ohio and north of 
Missouri that grow the bulk of our wheat 
and corn. 

A glance at the report accompanying 
the declaration of the dividend of the 
Missouri Pacific shows that the South- 
west now feels the forward impulse. The 
last dividend was paid in 1891. The 
shares of the road have for a long time 
sold at low prices. The surplus for the 
year ended Dec. 31, 1900, was $3,386,000. 
On the basis of the increase in net earn- 
ings for the first four months of the 
current year the surplus for 1901 is esti- 
mated at $8,807,000. The first four 
months show an increase over last year 
of $337,000 per month. The sources of 
this ‘additional income reflect the new 
lifé and business development of the 
Southwest. It has come from a large 
growth in the passenger traffic and in 


freight business derived from the ag- 
ricultural, mining, and lumber inter- 
ests. There has been marked growth 
in the immigrant business of the system 
and in the number of commercial travel- 
ers carried—two unfailing symptoms of 


industrial and commercial development. 


We, are expanding toward the South- 
west. This evidence of it is of higher 
significance than a similar showing of 


increased income from one of the great 
grain-carrying roads of the Northwest, 


where a single big crop would swell earn- 
ings. The new development in the 
Southwest is confined to no one staple; 


it is general; it implies the actual build- 
ing up of the country. It means in- 


creased consumption of all our domestic 
products and manufactures, new wealth 
created and greater earning power for 
the Nation as a whole. 





EXPORTS FROM THE 
SOUTH. ee 


The student of the tendency of South- 
ern thought on economic questions 
finds it difficult to understand the 
growth of a pro-tariff sentiment, of 
which he sees so many indications, or to 
reconcile this with the fact that the in- 
dustrial prosperity of the Southern 
States is so Jargely dependent upon ex- 
ports. The Southern industries which 
can be benefited, even temporarily, by 
high protection, are small and relatively 
unimportant; those which demand as 
the condition of their prosperity a con- 
sistent adherence to a policy which shall 
encourage and foster commercial reci- 
procity on the broadest lines, and which 
ean be affected only injuriously by high 
protection, are numerous and in the 
highest degree important. This is espe- 
cially true of its iron and steel indus- 
tries, its cotton planting interests, and 
its cotton goods manufactures. Among 
its industries which protection cannot 
possibly help may be mentioned itsaum- 
ber business, the manufacture of forest 
products known as naval stores, the 
growing of rice, the manufacture of cot- 
tonseed oil, and other seed products, its 
extensive peanut industry; in fact, 
everything or nearly everything which is 
distinctly Southern the tariff either af- 
fects unfavorably or not at all. It is dif- 
ficult’ to see why .the South would not 
prosper in a high degree under as close 
an approximation to free trade as the 
necessities of National finance permit. 
The fact remains, however, that the 
tariff sentiment in the South is gain- 
ing strength, and since in New Eng- 
land it is as steadily weakening, a nat- 
ural but probably incorrect explanation 
of the phenomenon is that offered by a 
Southern man a few days ago, to the 
effect that, as the South and New Eng- 
land had always thought differently on 
every subject of common interest, it was 
bound to do so in this instance, even 
though New England was right and the 
South mistaken. 

The increasing export interests of the 
South are very clearly show’ by recent 
figures prepared by the Bureau of Stas 
tistics, and the conclusion to be drawn 
from them is that the South is showing a 
disposition to neglect the substance while 
grasping at the shadow. During the fis- 
cal year 1900 New Orleans so increased 
its export trade that it attained second 
place in the list of cities in volume of 
foreign exports. For the year they at- 
tained the substantial figure of $115,- 
858,764, an increase of $28,000,000 over 
those for the fiscal year 1899. During the 
first nine months of the fiscal year 1901 
the exports from New Orleans were valued 
at $122,234,669. This displaces Boston from 
the second place in the list, after New 
York, and gives it to New Orleans. Dur- 
ing the nine months of the current fiscal 
year Boston’s exports fell more than 
$40,000,000 below those of New Orleans. 
Baltimore is another city which is forg- 
ing ahead at the expense of the ports fur- 
ther north. The same is true of Norfolk 
and Newport News. The most conspicu- 
ous gains, however, appear to be in the 
Gulf ports. Even Galveston, notwith- 
standing the serious setback it had in the 
destruction of its waterfront, shows a 
gain in exports of some $7,000,000, as 
compared with last year. Imports in- 
crease with exports, as is natural, and 
the fact that without one the other is im- 
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possible should, we think, make it evi- 
dent to the people of the South that their 
interests lie in encouraging foreign trade 
rather than in placing barriers in the 
way of international exchanges on a ba- 
sis of mutual advantage. 

The transfer of important branches of 
the export business from Northern fo 
Southern ports means a great deal more 
than may appear at first glance. Among 
other things, it means an increasing vol- 
ume of freights for the Southern rail- 
roads, increased values in real property, 
employment for labor, and a thousand 
sources of profit which a great merchan- 
dise movement makes possible. It also 
means better prices for Southern prod- 
ucts and manufactures, since the costs of 
getting them to market are lessened. It 
is much easier to understand why the 
Southern people should favor the Isth- 
mian canal and generous subsidies to 
lines of American ships than why they 
should show a tendency to become 
eleventh-hour protectionists, and in so 
doing lose sight of the fact that the log- 
ical result of protection would be com- 
mercial isolation. The nearer we ap- 
proach this flower and quintessence of 
economic absurdity the more certain 
would it be that the South had labored 
in vain to develop its resources and di- 
versify its manufactures. 





A TRIUMPHANT SABBATH-BREAKER. 


Yonkers is not the only place where 
the Sabbath breakers have _ recently 
worsted the Sabbath defenders. The 
wicked Yonkers golfer has a worthy 
companion in no less a personage than 
Lord BALFOUR OF BURLEIGH. His crime 
consisted in that, being Secretary for 
Scotland, he did willfully, maliciously, 
and knowingly open the Edinburgh Mu- 
seum of Science and Art upon the Sab- 
bath day. Lord BALFrouR happens to be 
a representative Elder, and for his crime 
he was haled before the General Assem- 


bly of the Church of Scotland upon an 


ovefture from the Synod of Glasgow and 
Ayr. 

Being truthful recorders of the events 
of our time, we can but set down the fact 


that, even as the golfers profaned the 
sacred precincts of the police court with 


applause for their accomplice, so did the 
fathers and brethren acclaim the suc- 
cessful defense of himself by Lord and 
Elder BALFour. He made no plea of con- 


fession and avoidance, but unblushingly 


justified his action as having been taken 
upon reflection and as being warranted 
by good results in the edification of those 
who availed themselves of the privileges 
he gaye to the public. Then he turned 
upon his assailants and smote them hip 
and thigh—that is to say, he made them 
ridiculous and odious by disclosing the 
manner in which they defended their al- 
leged religious principles. They wrote 
him anonymous letters, one threatening: 
“Tf you proceed in your evil design you 
will not only have to deal with an out- 
raged Gop, but with an indignant peo- 
ple’’; and another, ‘The Lorp’s hand will 
be upon you in your family or your sub- 
stance before your death.”’ His Lordship 
and Eldership irreverently said it re- 
minded him of his Oxford student days, 
when one of his companions, having re- 
signed his fellowship to become a Ro- 
man Catholic, was reproved by the head 


of his college in the words: “ You have 
not only imperiled your immortal soul, 


but have incurred my sincere displeas- 
ure.”” And the Synod cheered! 

Even more in the United States than in 
Scotland we are nearing, or have reached, 
the stage of depravity denoted in public 
opinion to the effect that dourness is not 
virtue nor innocent amusement ungodly. 
On Sundays, Summer Sundays at least, 
the trout brook, the golf links, the sea- 
shore, the mountainside, will preach the 
sermons of Nature to those who will lis- 
ten to no other in that season, 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——There are anti-vaccinationists in this 
country, but their number is very small 
and their influence on the general public 
amounts to practically nothing, since they 
are regarded as hopeless cranks to whose 
jabberings no attention need be paid. Yet, 
despite the almost universal belief in vacci- 
nation, the events of the past few months 
have shown that smallpox can both obtain 
and retain a foothold in many, if not all, 
American towns. This is due, not to oppo- 
sition to vaccination, but to neglect of it, 
and the neglect arises, not from ignorance 
of its value, but from what is, in one sense, 
overconfidence in its protective powers. 
Every recognized and responsible medical 
authority has so long declared that vacci- 
nation confers a close approximation to 
absolute safety, and experience and statis- 
tics in every country have so strongly con- 
firmed these declarations, that the old 
fear of smallpox has given place to a calm 
assumption that health officials can handle 
quickly and easily any little outbreak of 
the disease that occurs. Far too many 
people, while believing thoroughly in the 
Jennerian safeguard, shrink from the slight 
inconveniences it involves, holding, con- 
sciously or unconsciously, that nowadays 
the danger of infection is not great enough 
to make precautions against it worth while. 
Of course, in a community where the great 
majority were vaccinated, the few unvacci- 
nated would be much safer from smallpox 
than any of us are from a dozen other dis- 
eases equally serious, but adoption of that 
view of the matter tends to change the vac- 
cinated majority into an unvaccinated one, 
and then such an opportunity for the 
spread of the malady is presented as it has 
utilized in New York during the past few 
months. Thé doctors might well talk for a 
while a little less about the immunity 
which vaccination confers, and a little more 
about the wicked selfishness of those who, 
by neglecting it, render possible the crea- 
tion and maintenance of such a situatien 
as now disgraces the city. 


—People who have been in China have 
said in many books that the inhabitants of 
that country express the distance between 
two given points in multiples of a unit which 
takes into account the difficulties to be 
overcome and the energy to be expended 
in pas®ing from one of the points to the 
other. Hence it happens that from the 
village A to the village B may be ten 
Chinese miles, while from B to A it may be 


\only eight, the road being up hill one way 


and—very naturaily—down hill the other, 
Certain peculiarities of our postal service 
indicate the necessity for the adoption of 
some such principle in measuring distances 
here. Bxveriences, frequent and very. sor- 











rowful, show, for instance, that4Jersey 
City is much further ‘from New York than 
would be inferred from a casual glance 
across the river. In only the rarest in- 
stances does a letter mailed here reach its 
destined recipient in Jersey City in less 
than twenty-four hours, and almost as fre- 
quently the time consumed igs longer than 
that. It is evident, therefore, that in postal 
miles it is about the same distance to Jer- 
sey City that it is to Washington or Buf- 
falo, and that Boston and Albany are not 
so far away. Assuming—as, of course, we 
must—that there is no unnecessary delay 
in the collection of letters here, in their 
dispatch across the river, or in their distri- 
bution and delivery after arrival in Jersey 
City, it is evident that, so far as the mails 
are concerned, this distance is much greater 
than it looks or than it is for the ordinary 
traveler. The difference should be recog- 
nized and definitely stated, and, as there 
are doubtless many other differences of the 
Same sort, it might be well for the postal 
authorities, following the Chinese plan, to 
publish a distance table, covering the whole 
country and telling just how far it is, pos- 
tally speaking, between all the cities of any 
importance. The result would be a general 
understanding of many things that now 
seem most mysterious, with a consequent 
saving of temper and an increase of affec- 
tion for the Post Office officials. 


—Ever since the day when the portico 
of the Pabst Hotel was erected on land to 
which the owners of the building had not 
the shadow of a legal claim there have ex- 
isted many excellent and indubitable rea- 
sons why it should be instantly removed 
and not one reason, good, bad, or indif- 
erent, why it should remain—none, that is, 
except that the owners could make money 
by the use of public property for their pri- 
vate purposes, and our municipal officials, 
especially the Corporation Counsel and the 
Commissioner of Highways, have consid- 
ered it both safe and judicious to neglect 
and ignore all rights and interests other 
than those of the hotel lessees—and of the 
more or less mysterious personages to 
whom those lessees pay rent. This is, as 
for a year it has been, the situation, and 
yet now, as so often before, the portico 
people have not the slightest difficulty in 
maintaining their ground against the in- 
habitants of New York City, whom they 
are insolently robbing, and they practically 
say, *‘ We are going to keep that portico 
where it is till we get ready to move it— 
if we ever do.’” This week, for perhaps 
the twentieth time, the case came up in 
court, and to secure another “ postpone- 
ment” all that was necessary was the 
interposition of one of the oldest and poor- 
est of pretenses to excuse delay. A new 
lawyer had been hired to represent the 
defendants, not because he knew more 


about the case than the lawyers previously 
employed, but because he knew nothing at 
all about it, and therefore could keep his 
face straight while he asked to have # 
*““put over’’! Our remarkable Corporation 
Couhsel made no protest against the work- 
ing of this ancient and diaphanous dodge, 
and—it worked.* Of course, this was auda- 
cious trifling with public patience, and it 
should be dangerous trifling, but apparent- 
ly there is no risk in it, and though some 
might say that it was also an assault upon 
the dignity of the court, the Judge, who 
ought to know about such things, did not 
view it in that light. Anyway, the case 
went over, nominally until October. It’s 
a great city this in which we live, and 
its sworn guardians are certainly models 
of zeal and efficiency. 


——With Surrogate FITZGERALD recov- 
ered from his illness and again at work in 
his court, an immediate announcement of 
his decision in the Brush will case is to 
be expected. It will be received with spe- 
cial interest because of the general knowl- 
edge that he has been for weeks the ob- 
ject of what the Eddyites call “ absent 
treatment,”’ the purpose of which, as an- 
nounced, was to influence him to sustain 
the will under which Miss BrusuH’s money 
would go to “Christian Science,’ or, in 
other words, to certain ‘“ Christian Scien- 
tists.’”’

But if the Surrogate 
does this, a great cry of triumph will go 
up from the greedy band who surrounded 
Miss BrusH during her last illness, and 
they will proclaim theymarvelous efficiency 
of their spells. On the other hand, the 
Surrogate may not see any particular rea- 
son for departing from the usual proced- 
ure, and in that case he would have to do 
that to which, as a sane man, he is natur- 
ally disinclined—give the followers of Our 
Lady of the Souvenir Spoons a chance to 
say that they had coerced him into making 
a decision in their favor. It may safely be 
assumed, however, that the Surrogate will 
do what he thinks is right, regardless of 
the joy or sorrow it may cause among the 
humbugging “ healers.”’

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CLERGYMAN’S WILL UPSET 


Rev. H. S. Bishop Had No Right to 
Dispose of Wife’s Property. 
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Provision in Her Testament Empower- 
ing Him to Do So Declared Invalid 
—Sale of Property Involved. 





NEWARK, N. J., June 18.—The Court of 
Appeals has reversed a decision rendered by 
Judge Swayze of this city in an ejeétment 
suit brought by Joel W. Condit against Da- 
vid Reynolds. Incidentally the Court up- 
sets the will of the Rev. Horace Smith 
Bishop, rector of Christ Episcopal Church 
at East Orange. The members of the lead- 
ing families of Newark, including the Kin- 
neys, the Parkers, the Kirkpatricks, the 
Clarks, and the wife of Bishop Doane of 
Albany, N. Y., are interested in the case. 

The realty involved includes dock prop- 
erty along the Passaic River, a. parcel of 
land on Broad Street, properties in East 
Orange, and a Summer cottage and grounds 
at Mantoloking, N. J., in all valued at 
more than $100,000. 

On July 29, 1882, Mary H. Bishop made 
her will. She directed that all of her just 
debts and funeral expenses should be paid, 
and further provided that all of her prop- 
erty go to her husband, Horace S. Bishop, 
for his exclusive use, benefit, and enjoy- 
ment for the full term of his natural life. 
It continued: 

Upon the death of my said husband I give, de- 
vise, arid bequeath all my hereinbefore mentioned 
estate in such manner as he may by his last will 
and testament or by an instrument in the nature 
of a last will and testament devise and bequeath 
or appoint to receive the same, trusting entirely 
to his discretion, as I may in life have expressed 
myself in regard thereto. 

The will then provided in case the hus- 
band died without a will: 

I devise and bequeath all my said estate to 
such person or persons as by law would be en- 
titled to receive the same had I lived until the 


time of the death of my said husband and at 
that time died intestate. 


Mrs. Bishop died Jan. 29, 1896. The Rev. 
Mr. Bishop had been rector of Christ 
Church for more than twenty years, and 
then had been made pastor emeritus. When 
seized with his final illness he was re- 
moved to Mantoloking in the hope of re- 
gaining health, but died there on April 


I, 

On Feb. 23, 1898, the Rev. Mr. Bishop 
made a will disposing of his personal ef- 
fects and the property left him by his 
wife. Among the bequests was $2,000 to 
maintain lights on the altar of Christ 
Church, to buy incense, and to keep in 
repair the marble work dedicated to his 
wife. For a monument $500 was set aside; 
his vestments were given to the rector, 
Wardens, and Vestrymen of the church. 
Estelle Condit Kinney, his sister, received 
$3.000, St. Barnabas’s Hospital a like 
amount, and a similar sum was bequeathed 
to the Associate Mission of the Protestant 
Episcopal ‘hurch at Trenton. 

William B. Kinney, a nephew of the tes- 
tator, received a collection of books, paint- 
ings, etchings, and other articles for the 
furnishing of a library. Estelfe Burnett 
Kinney, Mr. Bishon’s niece, received cer- 
tain furniture, and the rest of the personal 


property went to Mrs. Kinney. It was 
then provided that: 

All the rest, residue, and remainder of my 
estate, whether real or personal, including all 


the estate of any kind and nature whatever, re- 
ceived from my late dear wife, Mary Harrison 
Condit Bishop, or belonging to myself, and 
except as is above provided for, I give and 
bequeath to my nieces and nephews, to wit: To 
Mary Campbell Clark, wife of Williams Camp- 
bell Clark, one-fourth thereof; to Margaret 
Condit Kinney, one-fourth thereof; to Estelle 
Burrett Kinney, one-fourth thereof, and to Will- 
iam Burnett Kinney, one-fourth thereof, to have 
and to hold for them, their heirs, and assigns 
forever. 

William B. Kinney and W. Campbell 
Clark, the executors, proceeded to carry 
out the provisions of the will and con- 
veyed to David Reynolds a piece of prop- 
erty on Walnut Street, East Orange. The 
sale was not questioned until months after, 
when Joel W. Condit, a son of Harrison 
Condit, a deceased brother of the late Mrs. 
Bishop, set up a claim to an interest in 
the property. Condit Hved at that tyne 
in Ogden, Utah. 

Ejectment proceedings were instituted 
against Reynolds in the Circuit Court, Mr. 
Condit holding that Mr. Bishop had no 
right to dispose of the property as he did, 
as only a life interest in it had been given 
to him. It was contended that this clause 
in Mrs. Bishop’s will giving her husband 
the right to use his discretion in disposing 
of the property was not valid under the 
law, as it was too indefinite and non- 
specific a direction for the distribution of 
real property. 

Mr. Reynolds must now look to the ex- 
ecutors who sold him the property for re- 
dress, it is said, and the realty instead of 
being divided among the son and daugh- 
ters of Mrs. Kinney will be partitioned 
among the heirs at law of the late clergy- 
man’s wife. 


KING’S DAUGHTERS WIN. 


Are to be Paid for Their Services to 
Minna Stager. 

NEWARK, N. J., June 18.—The Court of 
Errors and Appeals has sustained the bill 
of complaint in the case of Miss Effie B. 
Anderson and others against former Judge 
Augustus F. Eggers, executor of Minna 
Stager, deceased. 

Mrs. Stager was an aged woman, living 
at the corner of Warren and Golden Streets. 
She applied to the Ever Ready Circle of the 
King’s Daughters for aid in 1891, repre- 
senting that she was entirely destitute. 
They aided her for nine years to the time 
of her death. She made a will in their favor 
in consideration of the services and aid 
they were rendering, and six months later 
she made another will in favor of her 
brothers in Germany. This fact she con- 
cealed from the circle. 

On her death bank books showing de- 
posits of nearly $5,000 were discovered. 
Among her effects were 2,800 spools of 
cotton, some of which were apparently 
nearly forty years old, which she had 
hoarded from year to year. Judge Eggers 
probated the second will as the executor, 
but the circle carried the case to Chancery 
and won. From the decision of the Vice 
Chancellor the executor appealed, and the 
court of last resort now renders a decision 
upholding the complainants’ bill of com- 
plaint, but awarding to them only such 
moneys, articles, and properties as they 
gave to the woman and the value of the 
services. rendered. 


COURT TO TRY A PAYMASTER. 


J. R. Martin Charged with “ Scandalous 
Conduct,” Though His Alleged Of- 
fense Was Not a Grave One. 
WASHINGTON, June 18.—The Secretary 
of the Navy has appointed a court-martial 
for the trial of Paymaster John R. Martin, 
United States Navy, on the charge of 
scandalous conduct tending to the destruc- 
tion of good morals. The court will meet, 
at the League Island Navy Yard, Phila- 
delphia, next Thursday morning, and is 
composed of the following officers: Capt. 
James H. Sands, Capt. Charles E. Clark, 
Capt. Richard P. Leary, Pay Inspector L. 
G Boggs, Commander William P. Potter, 
Paymaster John N. Speel, and Paymaster 
Arthur Peterson, with First Lieut. L. M. 
Harding, United States Marine Corps, as 

judge advocate. : 

The case presents some peculiar features. 
The accused is charged with ‘ scandalous 
conduct,’”’ yet by no turn could any scan- 
dal have figured in the case, and .the 
charge was so drawn, only because this, 
according to the naval regulations, is one 
of the charges that must be resorted to 
when the offense is not otherwise speci- 
fied in the regulations. 

What it is alleged that Paymaster Mar- 
tin actually did was to advance to himself 
and a brother officer certain small sums of 
money, due on account of his own salary. 
The Government lost nothing by this trans- 
action. It is said at the Navy Department 
that this practice is probably very general 
in the service, but a statute, R. S., 1,389, 
expressly prohibits Paymasters from ad- 
vancing money; they cannot lend even their 
private funds. 


FRAUD IN CUBAN ELECTIONS. 


Reports Show at Least Eight Mayors 
Won by Illegal Methods. 
HAVANA, June 18.—Many frauds in the 
recent municipal elections have been 
brought to light as a result of a military 
investigation made at the request of citi- 


zens in districts where the elections have 
been contested. The reports submitted show 
that the election of at least eight Mayors 
will be reversed. The work of investiga- 
tion is not yet finished,

MOVE AGAINST ITALIAN SUGAR. 


Countervailing Duty Will Be Assessed 
—lItaly Raises Duty on Certain 
American Plows. 
WASUINGTON, June 18.—Official infore 
mation has reached this Government that 
under a recent classification plows with 
one wheel imported into Italy are to be re- 
garded as instruments for art and trade, 
instead of agricultural machines, and that 
the change involves a higher rate of duty. 
This Government is likely to make a pro~ 

test against this action. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has issued 
to customs officers the following circular 
imposing a countervailing duty on beet 
sugar imported from or produced in Italy: 
. “In view of the information thus far 
received as to the operaticns of the law of 
Italy now in force concerning the excise 
on sugar, it appears highly probable that 
sugar-produced in that country receives ins 


diréct export bounties, as follows: Sugar 
below No. 20, Dutch standard, 5.60f. per 
100 kilograms; sugar No. 20, Dutch stand=- 
ard, and above, 6.13f. per 100 kilograms. 
Pending further investigation of the mat- 
ter, the liquidation of all sugars imported 
from or produced in Italy shall be suspende 
ed, and the duties shall be estimated in 
amounts sufficient to cever additional 
aay equal to the above specified boun- 
es. 

It is stated at the Treasury Department 
that until recently Italy has produced only 
sufficient sugar for home consumption, but 
that lately there has been a surplus, and 
that this excess is now bounty fed, as 
stated. Up to this time there have been 
wr no sugar exports to the United 
States. 








THE RECIPROCITY TREATIES. 


Convention with Nicaragua Probably 
Will Not Be Signed. 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—The time ale 
lowed by the protocols for the exchanging 
of ratifications of the reciprocity treaty 
with Nicaragua expires June 20 by limita- 
tion. Indications are that this treaty will 
not be extended by a supplementary article 
as was done in the case of most of thd 
other reciprocity treaties. The Nacaraguan 
Goverfiment has been apprised of the ap- 
proaching lapse of the treaty, but so far 
has not signified its purpose to extend it, 
while Sefior Corea, the Nicaraguan Minis- 
ter here, is leaving Washington for Europe. 

The reciprocity treaty with Ecuador ig 
now before the Congress of that country. 
The Finance Committee, to which it wags 
referred, has reported adversely upon the 
convention, but from reports received here 
it is believed that this action does not 


necessarily foreshadow rejection ofs the 
treaty. 


CIVIL SERVICE IN MANILA. 


Ex-Soldiers, Now Civil Employes, Pros 
test Against an Order to Take 
Examinations. 

MANILA, June 18.—One hundred and 
fifty former United States soldiers, a ma- 


jority of them being capable employes of 


the civil departments, have protested to 
Gen. MacArthur against the alleged arbie 
trary exercise of discretionary autbority on 
the part of the Civil Service Board. The 
law gives the board discretion to make a 
rule requiring the examination of old em- 
ployes, and the board has not announced 
whether it will or will not require these 
examinations. All the petitioners agree to 
resign rather than submit to examinations, 
and will accept private employment un- 
less the matter is settled quickly. 

Gen. MacArthur has requested the board 
to transmit to him a rule covering the 
point for promulgation according to law. 

The members of the Civil Service Board 
say they have taken no action on the 
question involved, but the board has noti- 
fied Lieut. Col. Crowder, the Military Gov- 
ernor’s secretary, to send his clerks for 
examinaticn. Col. Crowder, in reply, asked 
for the certification of the rule under 
which the examination was required. He 
Says it would be inconvenient to spare 
the men and that the requirement is un- 
duly stringent at the present juncture. 

Judge Taft was asked what the attitude 
of the United States Commission would be. 
He replied tbat, officially, he was net 
aware that a remonstrance had veen made. 
The board was authcrized to determine the 
question. Kut, on general principles, if 
the men threatened to resign rather than 
stand a reasonable examination which was 
not competitive, he was in favor of letting 
them resign. 





FILIPINOS SEEK REVENGE. 


Renew Hostilities in Bohol Because 
Capt. Rowan Burned an Town. 


MANILA, June 18.—Capt. Andrew 8S. 
Rowan of the Nineteenth Infantry is un- 
der investigation for the destruction of a 
town and thereby causing an active renew- 
al of the insurrection in the Island of Bo- 
hol. A native who had assassinated a Cor- 


poral was caught and killed. Capt. Rowan 
then burned an adjacent town, and the peo- 
ple, inflamed with rage, rejoined the in- 
surgent chief, Samson. 


Cailles’s Men Massing to Surrender. 
MANILA, June 18.—Cailles’s insurgent 
troops are beginning to rendezvous at Pag- 
sanjan, Laguna Province, whence they will 
proceed to Santa Cruz, on Laguna de Bay, 


to surrender. The Americans are evacuat- 
ing Pagsanjan at Cailles’s request. In the 
meanwhile, the saloons in Laguna are 
closed. 


Want Col. Bell to be a Geners!, 
HARRISBURG, June 18.—The Lesislature 
to-day passed a joint resolution requesting 
President McKinley to appoint Col. Bell of 


the Twenty-seventh United States Volun- 
teers to a Brigadier Generalship in the 
army. Col. Bell is a native of Pennsylva- 
nla. 


PRIZE MCNEY FOR WIDOWS. 


Treasury Department Sends Warrants 
to Mrs. A. E. Brumby and Mrs. 
H. V. Gridfey. 
WASHINGTON, June 18.—The Treasury 
Department to-day issued two warrants 
which recall the battle of Manila Bay. 
One was for $517, In favor of Mrs. A. E. 
Brumby, administratrix of the estate of 
the late Thomas M. Brumby. Lieut. Brum- 


by was Admiral Dewey’s Flag Lieutenant 
at that battle. The warrant was mailed 
to Mrs. Brumby at Marietta, Ga. 

The other warrant was for $4,867, in fa- 
vor of Harriet V. Gridley, administratrix 
of the estate of the late Charles V. Grid- 
ley, who commanded the Olympia. The 
warrant was mailed to her at Erie, Penn. 
These warrants are in payment of prize 
money due those officers. 


MINISTER LOOMIS PLEASED. 


Regards His Transfer to the Legation 
at Lisbon as a Promotion. 

PARIS, June 18.—Francis B. Loomis, une 
til recently United States Minister to Vene- 
zuela, in an interview to-day, said hé was 
very much pleased at his appointment to 
the pest of Minister at Lisbon. His health 
had suffered by his stay in tropical Vene- 
zuela, and he considered his transfer to a 
European legation as being not merely an 
agreeable change, but a promotion. He 
thought he was entitled to regard the ap- 


pointment as an open expression of confi- , 


dence on the part of the Administration, 


which had unfalteringly supported him in 
the Venezuela trouble. 

Mr. Loomis said he did not foresee ground 
for any renewal of the unpleasantness with 
Venezuela. On the contrary, he looked for- 
ward to an era of the most friendly rela- 
tions between the two countries under Her- 
bert W. Bowen, his successor. 

Mr. Loomis will take a trip to Switzer- 
land, and will probably return to America 
before taking up his new post. 

There is much satisfaction at the United 
States Embassy here at the promotion of 
Arthur Bailly Blanchard, Third Secretary, 
to be Second Secretary of the Embassy. 
He is a perfect French scholar, and is 
highly valued by Gen. Horace Porter, the 
United States Ambassador.

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HAZEN S, PINGREE IS DEAD 


Ex-Governor of Michigan Expired 
in London Last Night. 








Had Grown Steadily Worse During the 
Day—His Son at the Bedside 
When the End Came. 





LONDON, June 18.—Ex-Gov. Hazen S&S. 
Pingree of Michigan died here to-night at 
11:35 o’clock. 

His son was the only one present at the 
time of his death. The attending doctor 
left Mr. Pingree’s bedside at about 11:15, 
promising to return shortly. H. 8. Pingree, 
Jr., who had been watching at his father’s 
side for four days, and who had not re- 
moved his clothes during that time, noticed 
a sudden change in his father’s condition. 
He had hardly reached the patient's bed- 
side when Mr: Pingree died peacefully, 
without speaking one word. 

Young Mr. Pingree has wired to his moth- 
er and his uncle in the United States not to 
come to London. 

The diagnosis made by London specialists 
of the cancerous affection of the intestines 
trom which Mr. Pingree suffered left prac- 
tically no hope for the patient’s recovery. 


Toward the end of his illness Mr. Pin- 
gree suffered great pain, and weakened 
rapily. He was unable to retain nour- 
ishment. His mind, however, remained 
fairly clear. During the whole of the 
last day he was practically kept alive 
by injections of strychnine and drugs 
administered to lessen his. pain. He 
grew steadily worse until the end. Sir 
Thomas Barlow, Sir William H. Broad- 
bent, and Dr. Mills had a consultation in 


the early evening regarding the case. 

Br. Mills said to-day regarding Mr. Pin- 
gree’s illness: 

“It seems too bad that the serious nature 
of the ailment was not discovered earlier. 
Mr. Pingree ought never to have been al- 
lowed to travel on the Continent.” 

The body will be embalmed and taken to 
Mr. Pingree’s home. 


DETROIT, June 18.—Hazen Senter Pin- 
gree was born in Denmark, Me., in 1840, 
At an early age he removed to Hopkinton, 


Mass., and found employment in a shoe 
factory. In 1862 he enlisted in the First 
Massachusetts Heavy Artillery, and served 
until the end of the civil war, when he 
settled in Detroit and embarked in the 
manufacturing of shoes. He started in 
business in a small way, but was so suc- 
cessful that in the early eighties he was 
cegarded as a very wealthy man. 

In 1889 the Republican Party nominated 
Mr. Pingree for Mayor of Detroit, and he 
Was elected by over 2,000 majority. He was 
1e-elected in 181, 18938, and 1895 by in- 
creased majorities each time. In 1896 he 


was elected Governor of Michigan by &3,000 
piurality, running ahead of the National 
ticket by 26,000 votes. He was re-elected 
Governor in 1898 by about 100,000 plurality, 
and served out his term, which expired in 
1900. Last March he started on the journey 
abroad which ended in his death in London. 

While he was Mayor Mr. Pingree ac- 
complished many municipal reforms. He 
forced the gas company to lower its rates, 
established the public lighting plant, or- 
ganized the Detroit railway on a three- 
cent fare basis, lowered telephone rates, 
and broke up the sewer and paving rings 
that were thriving when he came into 
office. His potato patch scheme for the re- 
lief of the poor of the city was extensively 
copied, and brought him National fame. 
While Governor, Mr. Pingree devoted his 
energies toward securing the passage of a 
bill taxing the property of railroads and 
other corporations on an ad valorem basis 
instead of specifically on their earnings. 
His efforts resulted in the enactment of a 
law along these lines by the last Legisla- 


i 


ture, but the courts declared it unconsti- 
tutional. - 
Mr. Pingree is survived by a widow and 


two children, a son and a daughter. 


MRS. PINGREE IN THIS CITY. 


Her Husband's Body to be Brought 
Here on the Umbria. 

Mrs. Hazen §S. Pingree arrived in this city 
from Detroit yesterday morning with her 
daughter, Hazel H. Pingree, and her hus- 
band’s brother, F. C. Pingree. They went 
to the Imperial Hotel.

The party had started from Detroit as 
soon as they learned of the seriousness of 
the illness of ex-Goy. Pingree in London, 


but received a cablegram yesterday morn- 
ing to the effect that there was no use in 
starting, as Mr. Pingree’s condition was so 
bad that they would arrive in London too 
late. They received a cablegram announc- 
ing his death last night. 

No plans for the funeral have yet been 
made by the family. Mrs. Pingree and her 
daughter will go back to Detroit to-day in- 
stead of embarking on the St. Paul, as they 
intended.

Making this time, she will be due to ar- 
rive at Plymouth at 9:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing, about 5 hours and 18 minutes behind 
her best record of 5 days 7 hours’and 38 
minutes, made on the voyage ending Sept. 
10, 1900, and which was the fastest time 
across the Atlantic.

Augustana Synod Decides that Their 
Members Cannot Belong to the 
Swedish Lutheran Church. 
JAMESTOWN, N. Y., June 18.—After a 
stormy discussion the Augustana Synod, 
Swedish Lutheran’Church, retained in its 
church constitution the clause excluding 
and extruding all members of secret so- 

cieties from membership in the Church. 
During the discussion it was charged 
that secret societies had no religion. This 


caused the Rev. Mr. Lindsom to present 
The Freemason’s Monitor to the Chairman, 
who began to read it. 

The Rev. C. FE. Fossburg cried out after 
several pages Rad been read: 

** That's a lie! ”’ 

There was great confusion after this. 
Finally it was moved that the ballot be 
taken. Then the Rev. 8S. G. Swensson 
caused another row by saying that during 
the excitement of taking the ballot there 
might be those who would cast more than 
one vote.

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SUIT AGAINST RUSSELL SAGE. 


Robert D. Vroom, Who Dealt in Puts 
and Calls, Brings Action. 

Russell Sage has been sued in the Su- 
preme Court as a result of transactions on 
the day of the panic in Wall Street on May 
9. The plaintiff in the case is Robert D. 
Vroom, who had bten dealing with Mr. Sage 
in ‘‘puts”’ and “ calls.’””. Mr. Vroom*claims 
that he held ‘“‘puts”’ of Mr. Sage on 500 


shares of Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific, 
500 shares of Missouri, Kansas and Texas, 
and 100 shares of United States Steel com- 
mon. At the time the dispute commenced 
Mr. Vroom claims the stocks were selling 
so low on the market that.if he could buy 
them at the figures quoted he could sell 
them to Mr. Sage at the figures named in 
the “puts”? and make a handsome profit. 
He handed his privileges over to Mr. Sage 
and asked him to buy the stocks as his 
broker, and then he in turn would sell them 
to Mr. Sage at the “put” prices. It is 
from this point that the dispute arises. Mr. 
Sage claims that he bought the stocks, but 
that the loss to Mr. Vroom on Rock Island, 
which had gone Up in price, more than 
wiped out his profits on the other two 
stocks. 

On behalf of Mr. Vroom, his counsel, 
John HK. Miller, said yesterday: ‘‘ The the- 
ory or cause of action which Mr. Vroom 
charges against Mx. Sage is that ‘Mr. Sage, 
to use a legal term, converted these privi- 
leges or ‘puts.’ Mr. Vroom claims that if 
Mr. Sage could not execute his order on the 
Stock Exchange as given, he should have so 
reported. The result would have been that 
no transaction would have taken place, and 
Mr. Vroom would have been entitled to the 
return of his privileges and Mr. Sage would 
have been released from any e. for 
failure to execute Mr. Vroom’'s order. How- 
ever, Mr. Sage did not do as Mr. Vroom 
directed, and at the same time refused to 
return him his privileges, so we claim that 
it is a case of conversion.” 

Mr. Sage, through his counsel, Charles A. 
Gardiner, has obtained until June 30 to file 
his answer to the complaint.

NEWARK, N. J., June 18.—A friend dis- 
covered William Nelson, thirty-eight years 
old, at the latter's boarding house, 41 Lin- 
coln Street, last night after Nelson had 
attempted suicide by severing an artery, 
and instead of summoning a physician, he 
bound up the arm and then began praying 
for Nelson’s recovery.

The National Salt Company entered into 
a deal with stockholders of the Cleveland 
concern to purchase their stock so as to ac- 
quire control of the plant, but a few weeks 
ago brought suit to have the contract get 
aside, going into court to repudiate its con- 
solidation agreement, the trust claiming 
that the consolidation was in violation of 
the Valentine anti-trust law. As a result of 
the litigation the plant of the United States 
Salt Company was placed in the hands of 
receivers. 

Mr Kline, on behalf of the latter, filed 
a long brief and cited a large number of 
court decisions upholding the legality of 
combinations. 

“To take away a man’s right to sell or 
dispose of his property,’ continued Attor- 
ney Kline, “is to take away his property 
from him, for by restraining its alienation 
you destroy its chief value as property.

Bureau of Elections Employes Placed 
in the Classified List. 

The State Civil Service Commission last 
night decided to place the thirty-eight ap- 
pointments within the gift of the new Bu- 
reau of Elections in the exempt list of the 
classified class. The commission was in 
session at four different times before this 
result was reached, and the delay was due 
to the failure of the Municipal Civil Ser- 
vice body to send in a report. 

The latter was first promised at 10 
o’clock in the morning, then at 3 P. M., 
next at 6 P. M., and was finally received 
about 9:30 o'clock. 

A few days ago the Elections Board 
caused a report to be sent to the State 
Civil Service Commission, placing appoint- 
ees on the exempt list of the unclassified 
class. This was returned without approval. 
Another hearing was applied for and 
granted, and it was supposed that every- 
thing would be in readiness. ; 

Yesterday, Municipal Service Commis- 
sioners Mason and Dykeman-were out of the 
city, and it was late when a majority could 


be got together for’a conference with 
Mayor Van Wyck. 

Samuel H. Ordway, Chairman of the Law 
Committee of the Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation, at a meeting of the State Board 
at the Hotel Manhattan, insisted that the 
Commissioners should strictly observe that 
clause of the civil service law providing 
that no appointments in the public service 
should be made on account of political 
affiliations or influence. 

Commissioner Pound pointed out that he 
did not believe the rule would apply in the 
ease of appointees of a bi-partisan Bureau 
of Elections. It would be hypocrisy to pro- 
fess a belief that the Election Commission- 
ers would appoint men not identified with 
politics. 

Commissioner Collier, Chairman of the 
commission, expressed similar views to the 
evident disappointment of Mr. Ordway. 

Flection Commissioners John R. Voorhis 
and Michael J. Dady were present during 
the day, and to a New YORK TIMES re- 
porter Col. Dady said: 

“1 don’t see how the State Civil Service 
Commission could do aught else but place 
the subordinates in the bureau on the ex- 
empt list, as the bureau is a non-partisan 
beard. In my opinion, most of the_ oid 
clerks who served in the Bureau of Elec- 
tions will be reappointed. I don’t know 
what will be done with regard to Gen. 
Rodenbough, but if his name is suggested 
by one of the Democratic Commissioners 
for any office in: the gift of the bureau, I 
will vote for him.” 

The State Civil Service Commission, in 
executive session, considered the report it 
will make on the investigation made of 
the system of promotions in the Police 
Department. It is said the commission -will 
recommend such amendments to the pres- 
ent system of making promotions as will 
take away from the Police Commissioner 
the discretionary power he now possesses 
in determining the percentage marks of 
officers. 

The commission also heard the complaint 
of Joseph W. Kay, that members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic were not ac- 
corded fair treatment by the Municipal 
Civil Service Commission. 


HOMEOPATHISTS IN SESSION. 


Will Ask that Surgeons of Their School 
Be Appointed to the Army. 
RICHFIELD SPRINGS, N. Y., June 18.— 
The formal opening of the American Insti- 
tute of Homeopathy was attended here to- 
day by about five hundred menmibers, twen- 
ty-five of whom are women, and several 
hundred visitors. More than a hundred 
new members were received. The reports 
of committees were received and discussed. 
The report of the inter-State committee 
stated that Senator Dietrich, while Govern- 
or of Nebraska, put three institutions of 


that State under homeopathic control, and 
urged concerted action toward securing 
equal recognition of the schools of homeo- 
pathy with the old regular school of medi- 
cine in all State institutions.

The physicians in 
attendance on the institute here declare 
that a certain percentage of enlisted men 
are homeopathists and are entitled to be 
treated by the Government accordingly, 
yet it seems that this would necessitate 
two army surgeons at a post, one home- 
opathic and one allopathic.

He studied 
chemistry abroad, spending the year 1860- 
61 at the Universities of Géttingen, Heide!- 
berg, and Tiibingen. 

In 1862 he was appointed Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Chemistry at the College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons in New York City, 


and in 1863-65 he was assistant at the 
Laurence Scientific School of Harvard. He 
was called te the chalr of chemistry in 


Union College in 1865, and held the place up 
to the time of his death. In 1886 he was 
appointed a member of the State Board of 
Health. He received the degrees of A. M. 
from Harvard in 1865 ;and that of M. D. 
from the Albany Medical College in 1870. 

Prof. Perkins was for years largely occu- 
pied with professional investiga'gns for 
private concerns in a number Og murder 
cases. "Where poison was used “ie made 
the analysis for the State. He is éhe author 
of ‘‘Manual of Qualitative Analysis,” 
which is used as a textbook in many 
schools and colleges.

MAXWELL FLEET DID WELL 


New Humma Defeated Altair and Hugue- 
not, While Leda Won from Akista 
in Smaller Sloops. 


Heeling over the finish line, with her lee 
rail buried in flashing foam, F. Lip- 
pitt’s seventy-five-foot schooner Quissetta 
defeated F. K. Brewster's new Elmira by 
five seconds yesterday in the Atlantic 
Yacht Club’s annual regatta. So close 
were the competing boats after a twenty- 
five-and-a-half-mile battle with wind and 
wave that when they crossed the line the 
foremast of Elmira and the mainmast of 
Quissetta were about even when their time 
was taken. Amorita followed, 2 minutes 
and 19 seconds after Elmira. 

Another fine contest was in the fifty- 
one-foot sloops, when J. Rogers Maxwell, 
sailing his new Herreshoff boat Humma, 
won from Cord Meyer's Altair by 1 minute 
and 40 seconds. In this race Edward Kel- 
ly’s new Huguenot was badly distanced by 
the other two boats. 

The contest of the schooners was the hot- 
test of the season. Right to the finish line 
it was impossible to tell which of the lead 
ers would cross first until the final tack 
was made. 

A fine southeasterly breeze was blowing 
at the start of the race, when the three 
crossed the line on the port tack. Quissetta 
was first and to leeward, while hard on her 
weather quarter came Elmira, with Amor- 
ita a length behind. In the close fetch to 
the Southwest Spit there was little to 
choose between the leaders, who gradually 
put a dimpled expanse of blue between 
them and Amorita. When they passed the 
spit, shortly after 12 o'clock, Quissetta led 
Elmira by 10 seconds. In the windward 
peg to Scotland Light Quissetta had in- 
creased her lead to 4 minutes. Their times 
of rounding were: Quissetta, 1:11:30; ®l- 
mira, 1:15:30; Amorita, 1:21:10. 

On the run back to Sandy Hook Point El- 
mira cut down Quissetta’s lead steadily, 
and at the end of the reach to the South- 
west Spit, which they jibed around; only 
1) seconds separated the pair, while Amor- 
ita was well astern, 

Quissetta held up her determined foe until 
both were dead to windward of the finish 
line, when she suddenly bore away before 
the wind and gybed her boom to starboard. 
Elmira swung clear astern of her, gybed, 
and came down lapping her weather quar- 
ter. But Quissetta had to gybe again to 
cross the line, and she did so with all the 
vim and snap of a small 30-footer, but not 
more quickly than Elmira, who when her 
boom went to port again had an unmistak- 
able lap on Quissetta, which compelled her 
to give her room at the mark.. his gave 
Quissetta a straight swing at the line to the 
leeward of the stakeboat, and she dashed 
across at 3:49:05, with Elmira on her

INDEPENDENCE’ OUT AGAIN. 


The Lawson Yacht Shows Good Speed 
in Boston Harbor. 


BOSTON, Mass., June 18.—In a smooth 
sea and under a southeast breeze varying 
from 10 knots at the start to 18 at the fin- 
ish, the Independence was given her sixth 
trial in Massachusetts Bay. On form she 
certainly seemed better than during her 
previous trials, and she showed fine speed, 
at one time fully 14 knots, when reaching 
the lightship to Thieves Ledge.

The 
sails set to perfection, the slight change to 
mast and canvas since the last spin appa- 
rently having no adverse effect. The boat 
did not look quite so ‘“‘toppy,” owing to 
the shortened spar, and the thicker hard 


pine topmast instead of the old spruce stick 
gave her a more substantial looking ap- 
pearance aloft. The crew also dressed for 
the day in their new sweaters. 

From the sailing her stability apparently 
had been improved by recent changes. The 
mainsail fitted perfectly, but the fore 
staysail was under constant criticism by 
Designer Crowninshield, and a little later 
was run down. When it was again hoisted 
three battens had been placed in the leach, 
and it set in very much better.

Keene’s Great Sprinter Easily Took 
Coney Island Handicap—Fran- 
cesco’s Foam Stakes. 


The racing at Sheepshead Bay track yes- 
terday was attended by conditions and re- 
sults that were in the main cheerful. 'The 
weather was bright, clear, and pleasant, 
the track was faster than it has ever beer 
before in its history as a race course, the 
programme was a singularly attractive one, 
with two important and valuable stakes 
set for decision. These things combined 
to keep visitors {n good humor, but better 
than all else to the majority of the crowds

MARKET MOVEMENTS. 


The movement of prices on the Stock 
Exchange yesterday was decidedly irreg- 
ular, the result largely of the conflicting 
elements at work in the market. Where 
on the day previous sentiment had been 
almost generally bullish yesterday the 
recom traders from the outset assumed 
a bearish attitude and at not infrequent 
occasions during the day offered stocks 
down wwhensoever they detected or 
thought they detected weak spots. The 
rather heavy opening, prices almost 
without exception being below Monday’s 
close, reflected in large measure the op- 
erations of these traders as did the weak 
closing, following a good rally from the 
early low level. In this final drive such 
conspicuous stocks as St. Paul, Union 
Pacific, and Amalgamated Copper were 
singled out for especial attack, undoubt- 
edly in the expectation that weakness 
in such shares would tend to depress the 
rest of the list and induce to liquidation 
by weak holders. Whatever the idea, 
from the high prices of the day quota- 
tions in the last hour of trading under 
the final concerted attack went off 
sharply, the downward movement being 
accelerated by the reaching of a number 


of substantial stop-orders. Hence net de- 
clines were the rule, conspicuous of them 


being: Amalgamated Copper, 3; Atchi- 
son, 1%: Baltimore and Ohio, 1%: St. 


Paul, 4%: Northwest, 3; Colorado Fuel, 
4; Consolidated Gas, 2%; Erie first pre- 
ferred, 14%; Metropolitan, 2; Missouri Pa- 
cific, 1%; Tennessee Coal, 24%; Union Pa- 
cific, 2%, and Wheeling and Lake Erie 
first, preferred, 2%. On the other hand, 
only a few conspicuous stocks advanced 
a point or more, among these being Chi- 
cago Great Western preferred, which 
rose 1% points; International Pump, with 
a gain of 1%; North American, which 
gained 3; St. Louis and San Francisco, 
whose advance was 2; Twin City Rapid 
Transit, with a gain of 2%, and the new- 
ly listed stocks of the Distilling Company 
of America, which appreciated over a 
point each. 

On the whole, chiefly because of the 
fact that the developments of the day 
were negative rather than positive, the 
bears had the most ammunition to hand 
to support them in their campaign. For 
instance, in some quarters there had been 
expectation that an official announce- 
ment would be forthcoming early in the 
day in respect to the St. Paul deal and

Of late 
the Street has heard much of the proba- 
ble future of this company, all the talk— 
not contradicted, though, it is true, not 
verified by insiders of the company—be- 
ing to the effect that shortly the com- 
pany would be taken over by the trust. 
On the strength of this the stock in the 
past few weeks has risen 30 points or 
more. Yesterday it fell a full 10 points 
when it was declared on what may be 
considered reliable authority that there 
is not the least intention whatever on the 
part of the trust to absorb the Colorado 
property. Such a fall, no less than such 
a disturbance of confidence, resulted in 
Sympathetic declines in the other inde- 
pendent steel stocks, such as Tennessee 
Coal and Republic Iron and Steel. 

Still another and this a positive factor 
inducing to the pessimistic talk and the 
selling was the announcement of the 
probable shipment of an additional 
amount of gold on Thursday's steamer 
which is likely to bring the total exports 
this week up beyond the $6,000,000 mark. 
What this will signify in respect to sur- 
plus reserves, now down below §$9,000,- 
000, is not difficult to see, unless indeed 
it should happen, as it is understood it 
may happen, that the loan account this 
week will show a substantial reduction. 
But money continues to .come from the 
West and gold from the Klondike; while 
bankers say there will be no tight money. 
Rates, however, yesterday again rose at 
one time to 5 per cent., which is more 
than some speculative interests care to 
pay. 

Coming to the stocks, the heaviest sell- 
ing was in St. Paul and Union Pacific 
because of the absence of any confirma- 
tion of the St. Paul deal. One prominent 
operator received the credit for much of 
the selling of St. Paul, but inasmuch as 
he received the credit also for heavy 
selling of the Steel Trust stocks—which 
advanced—it is just as probable as not 
that the Street information is not alto- 
gether to be relied upon. Incidentally 
there is every assurance that on July 2 
the preferred stock of United States 
Steel will be placed on a 7 per cent. divi- 
dend basis. Whether the common stock 
will also receive a dividend is not so cer- 
tain. In some quarters the theory is ad- 
vanced that a dividend will be declared, 
but not made payable till some time after 
the paymerit on the preferred stock. The 
selling of Missouri Pacific largely repre- 
sented profit taking. In the Atchisons 
there was good buying on persistent talk 
of a deal with Pennsylvania, though 
these stocks did not escape the late re- 
action. The strength of Minneapolis and 
St. Louis was on reports that there was 
buying for control, but by what road was 
not disclosed. North American again 
rose, this time to the highest price on 
record, though the report is ridiculed 
that the company is to act as selling 
agent for the Steel Trust. 

In the industrial list there was a better 
feeling in respect to the tobacco stocks 
on the announcement that the talk of a 
hitch in the deal was without founda- 
tion and apparently was put out with the 
object of depressing the stocks. Amalga- 
mated Copper sold off on denials that 
there was any settlement with the 
Heinze interests; Consolidated Gas 
seemed to be under inside pressure; Peo- 
ple’s Gas advanced on buying for Chi- 
cago and local interests, while the Dis- 
tilling stocks were strong on reports that 
earnings were exceptionally good. No 
news accompanied the early advances in 
the local railway shares. 

London sent over lower prices at the 
opening here and followed them up by 
sales to the extent of about 60.000 
shares, fairly well distributed throughout 
the international] list. 


STEEL DIVIDEND GOSSIP, 


In view of the many rumors now in circu- 
lation as to the probability of a dividend 
declaration in United States Steel common 
at the quarterly meeting on July 2, it is 
interesting to note that Directors of the 
various constituent companies in the “ bill- 
ion-dollar’’ corporation meet about this 
time for dividend action. For instance, the 
American Steel and Wire Directors have 
already declared the regular quarterly 
dividends on thetr_ stocks. To-morrow 
the American Bridge Directors are likely 
to meet for such action, and later in the 
month dividends on American Steel Hoop 
and American Tin Plate preferred, each 1% 
per cent. quarterly, are likely to be de- 
clared, as well as the regular quarterly 2 
per cent. on Tin Plate common. 

Generally in the Street it is accepted as 
a fact that at the July meeting a dividend 
at the rate of 7 per cent. will be declared 
on United States Steel preferred, but 
whether or not any action will be taken on 
the common stock dividend is uncertain. 
One well-known stock broker offers to 
wager $1,000 even that a common stock 
dividend at a rate of not less than 4 per 
cent. will be declared. 


CHICAGO GAS SITUATION.

WEATHER BYREAU CROP REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—Following is the 
Weather Bureau's weekly summary of crop con- 
ditions: 

‘““The central valleys, lake region, Atlantic 
Coast districts, and Southern States experienced 
the most favorable temperature conditions of the 
season, buf throughout the Rocky Mountain and 
Pacific Coast regions the week was decidedly 
cool, with frosts more or less damaging in the 
Central and Northern Rocky Mountain districts 
and portions.of California. Abundant and bene- 
ficial rains have fallen over portions of the 
Middle Rocky Mountain slope and throughout 
the Spring wheat region, and excessively heavy 
and damaging rains occurred in the South Ate 
lantic States, while portions of Texas, Missouri, 
and I}inois continue to suffer from drought. 
Although the week averaged decidedly cool on 
the Pacific Coast, the latter part was warm and 
favorable. 

‘*A general and decided improvement in the 
condition of corn is reported from the principal 
corn States. Cutworms are, however, causing 
damage in the Dakotas and in the South At- 
lantic States the crop is suffering seriously from 


lack of cultivation, due to excessive rains. 
‘“* Winter wheat harvest is becoming more gen- 





eral in Kansas and Missouri, has begun in South- 
ern Illinois and Virginia, and will begin this 
week in Kentucky. The crop has experienced 


very favorable conditions during the week in the 
central valleys, although damage by fly con- 
tinues in some sections. On the Pacific, Coast 
cool weather has somewhat checked the de- 
velopment of wheat in California, where harvest 
is In progress in most sections, with good yfelds. 
Promising reports continue from regon and 
Washington. Spring wheat has_ made rapid ad- 
vancement in the Dakotas and Minnesota, being 
in excellent condition in the last-named State. 

‘* Purther improvement in the condition of oats 
is very generally reported, except in Arkansas 
and Missour!, where avery poor crop is promised. 
Harvesting continues in the Southern States, be- 
ing very nearly finished in some sections. : 

“In the central and western portions of the 
cotton belt cotton is generally improved and well 
cultivated, although needing rain in some seo- 
tions. In the Carolinas, Georgia, and Florida 
heavy rains have caused much damage, and the 
crop ts greatly in need of cultivation. 

‘Transplanting tobacco is finished practically in 
Kentucky, Virginia, and Maryland, and Is wetil 
advanced In Pennsylvania, Ohio, and Indiana, the 
general outlook being encouraging, although 
worms are proving destructive in the Carolinas. 

‘In the States of the Ohio, Central Missis- 
sippi, and Lower Missouri Valleys the dropping 
of apples continues to be extensively reported. 
The general outlook for other fruits is emcour- 
aging, although the heavy rains in Georgia have 
caused rotting to more or less extent.

At Decennial Celebration of University 
of Chicago He Gives Advice 


to Students. 

CHICAGO, June 18.—At the University of 
Chicago the convocation exercises were 
held to-day. John D. Rockefeller, founder 
of the institution, which is now celebrating 
its decennial anniversary, addressed the 
large audience of students and visitors. 
Several other addresses were delivered. 
President W. R, Harper made his decennial 


statement and then conferred the degrees. 
Later there was a cOngregation at th 
Graduate Quadrangle. Mr. Rockefeller sai 

n part: a 

“IT am not here to discuss theological 
questions, nor yet the question,of whether 
Stephen A. Douglas—all horfdr to his 
memory—or President Harper was _ the 
founder of the University gf Chicago, but 
the university, would not be in existence 
to-day had it not been for our honored 
President, William R. Harper.” 

Mr. Rockefeller went on to say that the 
friends and contributors to the university 
could be relied upon to continue their sup- 
port. Great applause followed this state- 
ment. “After it had become quiet again, the 
speaker said he knew several members‘of 
the Board of Trustees who were about to 
make large contributions, and again there 
was much cheering. In closing he said to 
the students: 

‘“* Whatever 





your station may be here- 
after, do not fail to turp gratefully to your 
family and frtends, ho have stood by 
you in your struggle for an education. I 
entreat you not to forget them, and not to 
fail as the years go by frequently to ex- 
press to them your gratitude and regard, 
and return to them proof of the sincerity 
of your unfailing appreciation. 

‘““We shall continue in the future as In 
the past to need great men and women in 
the commercial and professional world, but 
we shall also need just.as much men and 
women who can and will fill the humblest 
positions uncomplainingly and acceptably.”’ 


M. Kovalevsky Confused New and Old 
Style Calendars in Starting 
for Chicago. 

CHICAGO, June 18.—Prof. Maxime Maxi- 
movitch Kovalevsky, one of the leading 
members of the Faculty of the University 
of St. Petersburg and a historian of inter- 
national reputation, is now on his way to 
America to keep an engagement with Pres- 
ident Harper of the University of Chicago. 
He will reach the campus eleven days late 
in consequence of the difference between 
the new and old style calendars. 

Prof. Kovalevsky accepted an invitation 
to address the students of the university at 
the decennial celebration, and his name ap- 
peared on the programme for to-day's cere- 
monies. In addition his name appéars on 
the list of those to be honored at the ex- 
ercises to-day with the degree of LL. D.

Railroad. President Baldwin gave out the 
following statement regarding the forma- 
tion of the company yesterday: 

‘It means practically that the Long Isl- 
and Railroad is to be exterrded into the 
City of New York, not through . steam 
trains, but through electric service con- 
necting its steam railroad with the “heart 
of New York City by tunnels. The com- 
pany is promoted by the Long Island Rail- 
road Company, and its Directors are the 
Directors of the new company. 

“With this connection from Long Isl- 
and City to New York, and the new sub- 
way from the Battery connecting with the 
Long Island Railroad at Flatbush Avenue, 
thus providing for electric service. to Ja- 
maica, at which point all the through 
trains from Long Island City will make 
connection, the patrons of the Long Isla 
Railroad and the residenis of New Yofk 
will be amply provided with facilities for 
getting to and from points on the island. 

“It is the intention of the new company, 
as soon as practicable, to make sponse. 
tion for the necessary rights and municipal 
consent to the construction of its line.’ 

This move of the Long Island Railroad 

solves the problem which the present man- 
agement has regarded as the most mo- 
mentous they have had to work out, and 
they believe that it has been more happily 
solved than could have been hoped for a 
year ago. 
_ When President Baldwin assumed the 
management of the property, it was under- 
stood that the company was virtually com- 
mitted to a plan to reach Manhattan Island 
from Long Island City, by means of the 
Blackwell's Island bridge. 

Mr. Baldwin, it is understood, soon after 
taking up the Long Island Presidency, ex- 
pressed the belief that the greater move- 
ment of passenger traffic to Long Island 
would be from the lower part of the city, 
and that Long Island would be rapidly de- 
velcped es a suburban residence district? 
by direct cémmunication from the business 
district, which could be reached by_build- 
ing a turmel under the East River, having 
a station In the vicinity of-—Cortlandt 
Street. 

The incorporation of Brooklyn as part of 
New York City opened the way to ob- 
tain direct communication with lower New 
York, under the Rapid Transit act. This 
ieft the company free to devote its funds 
to getting an up-town entrance, which now 
practically it has secured.
